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Notable Instances of Daring or Demoralization in Europe’s War 


Bravery, Concludes Veteran 
Correspondent, Is Chiefly 
Power of Imagination and 
That Man Who Will Act 
Cowardly Under Some Cir- 
cumstances, Will Become a 
Hero for a Cigarette or to 
Escape Cold Fingers or 


Minor Discomfort Because 
He Cannot Comprehend 
Death. 

In the second of a series of weekly articles 
on the war, Richard Harding Davis, America’s 
most famous war correspondent, who spent 
two months with the armies of the allies in 
Belgium and France, for the Post-Dispatch, 
paints a graphio picture of how soldiers and 
olwilians act under fire of the enemy.

NE cold day on the Aisne when the Ger- 
O mans had just withdrawn to the east bank 
and the allies held the west, the French 
soldiers built huge bonfires and huddled around 
them. When the “Jack Johnsons,” as they call 
the six-inch howitzer shells that strike with a 
burst of black smoke, began to fall, sooner than 
leave the warm fires, the soldiers accepted the 
chance of being hit by the shells. Their officers 
had to order them back. 

I saw this and wrote of it. A friend refused 
to credit it. He said it was against his experi- 
ence. He did not believe that for the sake of 
keeping. warm, men would chance being killed. 
But the incident was quite characteristic. In 
times of war you constantly see men, and women, 
too, who, sooner than suffer discomfort or even 
inconvenience, risk death. The psychology of 
the thing is, I think, that a man knows very lit- 
tle about being dead, but has a very acute knowl- 
edge of what it is to be uncomfortable. His 


capable of informing him that his fingers are 
cold, Often men receive credit fot showing cool- 
ness and courage in times of danger, when in 
reality, they are not properly aware of the danger 
and, through habit, are acting automatically. The 
girl in Chicago who went back into the Iroquois 
Theater fire to rescue her rubber overshoes was 
not a heroine. She merely lacked imagination. 
Her mind was capable of appreciating how serious 
for her would be the loss of her overshoes, but 
not of being burned alive. 


At the battle of Valestinos, in the Greek-Turk- 
ish War, John F. Bass of the Chicago Daily News 
and myself got into a trench at the foot of a hill 
on which later the Greeks placed a battery. All 
day the Turks bombarded this battery with a 
cross fire of shrapnel and rifle bullets, which did 
not touch our trench, but cut off our return to 
Velestinos. Sooner than pass through this cross 
fire we crouched in the trench until about sunset, 
when it came on to rain. We exclaimed with dis- 
may. We had neglected to bring our ponchos. 
“If we don’t get back to the village at once,” we 
assured each other, “we will get wet!” So we 
raced through half a mile of falling shells and 
bullets and, before the rain fell, got under cover. 
Then Bass said: “For 12 hours we stuck to that 
trench because we were afraid if we left it 
we would be killed. And the only reason we ever 
did leave it was because we were more afraid of 
catching cold.” 

In the same war I was in a trench with some 
finfantrymen, one of whom never raised his head. 
. Whenever he was ordered to fire he would shove 
his rifle barrel over the edge of the trench, shut 
his eyes and pull the trigger. He took no chances. 
fis comrades laughed at him and swore at him, 
but he would only grin sheepishly and burrow 
deeper. After several hours a friend in another 
trench held up a bag of tobacco and some cigarette 
papers and in pantomime “dared” him to come 
for them. To the intense surprise of everyone, 
he scrambled out of our trench and, exposed 
against the skyline, walked to the other trench; 
and while he rolled a handful of cigarettes, drew 
the fire of the enemy. It waa not that he was 
brave; he had shown that he was not. He,was 
merely stupid. Between death and cigarettes 
his mind could not rise above cigarettes. 


Varied Conduct at Rheims. 


HY the same kind of people are so dif- 
W ferently affected by danger is vary 

| hard to understand. It is almost im- 
possible to get a line on it. 

I was in the city of Rheims for three days und 
two nights while it was being bombarded. Dur- 
ing that time 60,000 persons remained in the city, 
and, so far as the shells permitted, continued 
about their business. The other 50,000 fled from 
the city and camped along the road to Paris For 
five miles outside Rheims they lined both edges 
of that road like people waiting for a circus pa- 
rade, With them they brought rugs, blankets 
and loaves of bread and from daybreak until night 
fell and the shells ceased to fall, they sat in the 
hay fields and along the grass gutters of the road. 

Bome of them were most intelligent looking 
and had the manner and clothes of the rich There 

family of five that on four occasions, on

Knitting Under Fire. 


N the bombarded city there was no rule as to 
| how anyone would act. One house would be 

_ closed and barred and the inmates would be 
either in their own cellar or in the caves of the 
nearest champagne company. These latter took 
with them books or playing cards, and among mil- 
lions of dust-covered bottle, by candle light, they 
waited for the guns to cease. Their neighbors zat 
in their shops, or stood at the doors of their 
houses, or paraded the streets. Past them their 
friends were hastening, trembling with terror. 

Many women sat on the front steps knitting 
and with interested eyes watched their acquaint- 
ances fleeing towards the Paris gate. When over- 
head a shell passed, they would stroll, still knit- 
ting, out into the middle of the street to see 
where she shell struck. By the noise it was quite 
easy to follow the flight of the shells. You were 
tricked by the sound into almost believing you 
could see them. The six-inch shells passed with 
a whistling roar that was quite terrifying. It was 
as though just above you invisible telegraph wires 
had jangled and their rush through the air was 
like the roar that rises to the car window when 
two express trains, going in opposite directions, 
pass at 60 miles an hour. 


When these sounds assailed them the people 
fleeing from the city would scream. Some of 
them, as though they had been hit, would fall on 
their knees. Others were sobbing and praying 
aloud. The tears rolled down their cheeks. In 
their terror there was nothing ludicrous; they 
were in as great physical pain as were some of 
the hundreds in Rheims who had been hit. And 
yet others of their fellow townsmen, living in 
the same street and with the same allotment of 
brains and nerves, were treating the bombard- 
ment with the indifference they would show to a 
summer shower. 


Hunting Bargain Soap. 
E had not expected to spend the night In 
W Rheims, so, with Ashmead Bartlett, the 
military expert of the London Daily 
Telegraph, I went into a chemist’s shop to uy 
some soap. The chemist seeing I was an Ameri- 
can, became very much excited. He was 2ver- 
stocked with an American shaving soap, and ho 
begged me to take it off his hands, He would let 
me have it at what it cost him. He did not know 
where he had placed {t and he was in great alarm 
lest we would leave his shop before he could un- 
load it on us. From both sides of the town

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itzer shells were opening subways. But his mind 
was intent only on finding that American shaving 
soap. I was anxious to get on to a more peace- 
ful neighborhood. To French soap, to soap “made 
in Germany,” to neutral American soap I was in- 
different. Had it not been for the presence cf 
Ashmead Bartlett, I would have fled. To die, 
even though clasping a cake of American soap, 
seemed less attractive than to live unwashed. 
But the chemist had no time to consider shells. 
He was intent only on getting rid of surplus stock. 

The majority of people who are afraid are those 
who refuse to consider the doctrine of chance. The 
chances of their being hit may be one in 10,000; 
but they disregard the odds in their favor 
and fix their minds on that one chance against 
them. In their imagination it grows larger and 
larger. It looms red and bloodshot, it hovers 
over them; wherever they go,-it follows, men- 
acing, threatening, filling them with terror. In 
Rheims there were 100,000 persons and by shells 
1000 were killed or wounded. The chances against 
were a hundred to one. Those who left the city 
undoubtedly thought the odds were not good 
enough. 


Parisians and the Bombs. 


HOSE who, on account of the bombs that 
T fell from the German aeroplanes into 
Paris, left the city, had no such excuse. 
The chance of any one person being hit by a 
bomb was one in several millions. But even with 
such generous odds in their favor, during the 
days the bomb dropping lasted many thousands 
fled. They were obsessed by that one chance 
against them. In my hotel in Paris my landlady 
had her mind fixed on that one chance and reg- 
ularly every afternoon, when the aeroplanes were 
expected, she would go to bed. Just as regularly 
her husband would take a pair of opera glasses 
and, in the Rue de la Paix, hopefully scan the 
sky. : 

One afternoon while we waited in front of 
Cook’s office, an aeroplane sailed overhead, but 
so far above us that no one knew whether it was 
a French airship or a German one preparing to 
launch a bomb. A man from Cook’s, one of the 
interpreters, with a terrible knowledge of En- 
glish, said: ‘Taube, or not taube, that is the 
question.” He was told he.was inviting a worss 
death than from a bomb. To illustrate the atti- 
tude of mind of the majority of the Parisians, 
there is the story of the street gamin, who, for 
some time, from the garden of the Tuilleries, had 
been watching a German aeroplane threatening 
the city. Finally he exclaimed impatiently: 

“Oh, throw your bomb. You are keeping me 
from my dinner.” 

A soldier under fire furnishes few of the saur- 
prises of conduct to which the civilian treats 
you. The soldier has no choice. He is tied hy 
the leg and whether the chances are even or ri- 
diculously in his favor, he must accept them. The 
civilian can always say: “This is no place for 
me,” and get up and walk away. But the swl- 
dier cannot say that. He and his officers, the 
Red Cross nurses, doctors, ambulance bearers, 
even the correspondents, have taken some tind 
ot oath or signed sume kind of contract that makes 
it easier for them than the civilian to stay on 
the job. For them it would require more courage 
to go away than to remain. ‘ 

Indeed, although courage !s so highly regarded, 
it seems to be of all the virtues the most com- 
mon. In six wars, among men of nearly every 
race, color, religion and training, I have seen 
but four men who failed to show courage. I nave 
seen men who were scared, sometimes whole regi- 
ments, but they still fought on; and that is the 
highest courage, for they were fighting both a real 
enemy and an imaginary one. 

There is a story of a certain politician General 
of our army who, under a brisk fire turned on one 
of his staff and cried: 

“Why, Major, your are scared, sir, you are 
scared!” 

“I am,” said.the Major, with his teeth chatter- 
ing, “and if you were as scared as I am, you’d be 
20 miles in the rear.” 


Men Fighting in a Daze. 
N this war the onslaughts have been so ter- 
| rific and so unceasing, the artillery fire, 
especially, has been so entirely beyond hu- 
man experience, that the men fight in a kind of 
daze. Instead of arousing fear, the tumult acts 
as an anesthetic. With forests uprooted, houses 
smashing about them and unseen express trains

Germany and Turkey are thinking of some- 
thing more than the advantages which Persia’s 
assistance would certainly give them. Persia is 
at present in the hands of England and Russia 
and is a very present danger to the allies of 
Germany in the Near East. Indeed, if Russia 
could spare the troops, Persia would afford the 
Triple Entente an excellent basis of operations 
and might almost succeed in robbing the Turk 
of most of his ability to help Germany. 


As Basis for an Invasion. 

ERSIA flanks the Turkish possessions in 
P Asia Minor, and from Persia a very suc- 

cessful invasion might be made into the 
Turkish district farthest from Constantinople. 
The tribes in this part of the Turkish Empire 
are none too loyal and, if they join the invader, 
the invasion would have to be met by a consider- 
able army. This explains the prompt expedition 
of an army by Turkey to this very district, which 
ought to have reached its position as the reader 
peruses these words. This army has, of course, 
been withdrawn from the army protecting Con- 
stantinople from an assault by Russia and has 
weakened the Porte in Europe.

Advantage of the Germans. 
T must be owned that the Germans have the 
| advantage. The Turkish army is not only. 
large but very capable. It is not needed in 
E'urope at present. If it moves in force upon 
Persia, nothing can prevent it from taking pos 
session of Persia except an equally large Russian 
army, or the dispatch of troops from the Engifsh- 
Indian army to Persia. It is by no means cléar 
that Russia or England can spare so many troops 
as this for a campaign, so far distant from the, 
field of battle in Europe. They may be forced, 
for the present, to allow the Turks to take Persia 
in Germany’s interest. It is their misfortune, 
and upon this fact the Germans have often 
counted, that their empires extend over Asia and’ 
Europe and compel them to guard a vast area of 
territory with their armies. Now, when they 
are both anxious to put into the battle in Bue’ 
rope every available man, trouble in the Near’ 
East is pgrticularly dificult for them to handle: 
and the opportunity for a successful revolt par’ 
ticularly great. A large party of native Persians 
are eager for independence and are ready to 
welcome German assistance as a most important 
step toward that goal.

In this article, analyzing the impor- 
tance of Persia in the great European 
war, the Post-Dispatch presents the 
first of a series by Roland G. Usher, 
Professor of History at Washington 
University and author of “Pan-Ger- 
manism,” the most notable book of the 
day.

RESSURE is being brought upon Persia by 
Pp the Germans and. the Turks to join them 
in the present war, and if the large Ger- 
man party in Persia should succeed in getting 
control of that state, its assistance would be very 
material to Germany and create difficulties for 
England and Russia which conceivably might 
compel them to send to the Near East troops 
which they cannot afford to spare from the battle 
fields of Europe. 

Persia occupies an extremely important stra- 
tegic position and one whose consequences are 
only too often forgotten. She holds the key to the 
roads between Europe and Asia. Through Persia 
have moved for centuries the caravans carrying 
trade between Asia and eastern Russia. Much 
of the trade of the Volga River in eastern Rus- 
sia, practically the whole of the trade of the 
Caspian region depends upon the maintenance 
by Russia of access to these caravan routes. Just 
at present when the access to Europe, and to 
America, is difficult if not impossible for Russia 
on account of the war, her connection with Asia 
is more important than usual. Should Persia 
join Germany, these trade routes would be cut. 

Southern Persia controls the roads along the 
Persian Gulf to India, the only land approaches 
from Asia Minor to India which are feasible for 
an army. If, for any reason, the English should 
lose control of the Suez Canal, this would be 
their only land route for sending reinforcements 
to India. Should Persia join Germany, it would 
practically mean that the Germans knocked at 
the gate of India. 

Gulf a Stragetic Position. 
HE Persian Gulf has only one opening and, 
T therefore, would make an excellent naval 
station for a German fleet in the Indian 
Ocean, to which they could retreat if attacked by 
a large British fleet. It goes without saying that 
it would be an easy position for them to defend 
and it would afford a splendid position from 
which their cruisers could slip out to prey upon 
English shipping in the Indian Ocean. A Ger- 
man naval base which could be maintained by 
control of the land would, therefore, menace all 
English trade with India and its moral effect 
might almost be enough to bring that trade to a 
close for a time. The insurance rates soar at 
once when capture becomes possible, fgeight rates 
go up and the cost of shipping of goods, there- 
fore, becomes very great dnd sometimes prohibi- 
tive. 

There are already in the Indian Ocean some 
very active German cruisers who have sunk a 
great number of English merchantmen. With 
the Persian Gulf in German hands they will have 
a refuge and a base of supply. 

We must not forget, also, that Persfla, by its 
hurtling through space above them, the men are 
too stunned to be afraid.

So, all the French soldiers wio 
were not serving the guns, wandered about seek- 
ing “souvenirs.” They had never a glance for 
the villages burning crimson in the bright sun- 
ght or for the falling of the “Jack Johnsons.”

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HOUSTON’S LUCK AND PLUOK. 

Luck and pluck have a habit of running to- 
gether. 

The fact was illustrated at Houston, Tex., during 
the past week. 

Houston, undismayed by hard times, intensified 
‘in the South by the smash in cotton, exhibited her 
pluck by voting, 3 to 1, $5,450,000 of city bonds: 
$3,000,000 for a first installment of municipal 
wharves on the ship channel which the Govern- 
ment has just completed, $1,000,000 for drains, $1,- 
000,000 for sanitary sewers, $260,000 for park im- 
provements, $200,000 for public schools. 

During the same week George Hermann, a na- 
tive Houstonian, dying full of years and honors, 
bequeathed hig $5,000,000 fortune to estadlish a 
charity hospital. It will stand on a site across 
the road from a 200-acre park which Mr. Her- 
mann recently gave the city, and near the Rice 
Institute’s 300-acre campus, on which President 
Edgar Odell Lovett, late of Princeton, is bring- 
ing into being one of the South’s foremost uni- 
versity foundations—the $10,000,000 gift of an- 
other late Houstonian. 

Her new bond issues give Houston a larger 
bonded debt—$15,000,000—tthan any other Ameri- 
can city of her size, and a larger per capita bonded 
debt than any American city except New York. 

However that may we, Houston s refusal to get 
“cold feet” just because Europe has temporarily 
gone crazy and the rest of the world is running 
slow in consequence, is well worthy of emulation 
in St. Louis and other much larger centers of 
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MONARCHY AS AN INSTITUTION. 

“Every institution whose origin antedated the 
French Revolution in Europe and more especial- 
ly the monarchial,” says Historian Ferrero, “ap- 
pears to have been slowly committing suicide 
during the past 100 years.” Have Europe’s great 
Christian institutions been committing suicide? 
Have her philanthropic institutions that spread 
knowledge and promote the welfare of the people 
been committing suicide? 

Only the monarchies and the institutions that 
perpetuate monarchies have declined. With every 
legitimist sovereign on the Continent a weakling 
or a lunatic 100 years ago, monarchy as apn in- 
stitution was strong. Now with an outfit of the 
most benevolent and enlightened sovereigns the 
Continent has ever known, monarchy as an in- 
stitution is weakest. 


HARD TIMES IN PALESTINE. 

Little Palestine should not be ignored when re- 
sponse is made to the appeals for relief that are 
coming from many directions. 

The distressing effects which the war has had 
on the Holy Land are unexpected and amazing 
to the rest of the world. Economically the coun- 
try is dependent at best and the conflict has 
caused an almost total interruption of the stream 
of touristg from whom many residents obtain 
their livelihood. This alone would have resulted 
in much hardship, but in addition the Turkish 
Government has been making preparations for 
war that have stripped the region of resources. 

Provisions of all kinds have been seized and 
horses and mules commandeered. No goods are 
going into the country. Even money orders sent 
by relatives and friends to relieve the wants of 
persons domiciled there cannot be cashed. It is 
said that the heads of 2000 Jewish families are 
among those impressed in the Turkish armies. 

The Zionist movement, which has been slowly 
gaining strength for a generation, cannot, of 
course, have further support after the war unless 
additional safeguards are exacted from Constan- 
tinople. That so hopeful a movement should have 
as ite chief result an increase in the resources 
on which unscrupulous Constantinople may draw 
at Jerusalem in the event of war is intolerable.

Detroit Free Press: Turkey’s action not only 
spreads the conflagration, but it throws a new 
light on the desperate character of the conflict 
being waged. Berlin is not calling upon Con- 
stantinople as a Government calls upon a natural 
or formal ally. It is using Turkey as a dupe, as 
a useful tool, cold-bloodedly, ruthlessly, without 
any regard for Turkey’s welfare. How the Ger- 
man Government has molded Islam to its wishes 
is not altogether clear at this time, but naturally 
deceit and cajolery, appeals to passion and a de- 
sire for revenge, have all played their part. It 
must have been a delicate and subtle game that 
Berlin played, for Turkey has everything to lose 
and nothing that js really worth while to gain by 
going into the war. If Germany loses, Turkey is 
destroyed, blotted out. If Germany wins, it may 
recover a lost province or two, but it will remain 
a practical vassal of Berlin. 


EVERYTHING TO LOSE. 

Philadelphia Ledger: Whatever the final 
eutcome, the future of Constantinople will be de- 
cided by it. If the allies win, the city will go to 
Russia, which has long looked upon it with en- 
vious eyes. If the allies lose it will come into 
German hands and be the center of hitherto frus- 
trated imperial ambitions in the East. It cannot 
remain Turkish. For there will be no Turkey on 
that side of the Bosporus. 


MAY AFFECT PALESTINE. 

Washington Post: One of the interesting pos- 
sibilities of Turkey's outbreak is the wrenching 
of Palestine from the Turk and the restoration of 
the Holy Sepulcher to Christian hands. Indeed, 
the ecoupation of the seaports of Asia Minor and 
Palestine is likely to be one of the first acts of 
the British fleet. 


“THE TURK MUST GO.” 

Louisville Evening Post: Now. the end 
approaches. In 1877 Russia defeated the Turk and 
was deprived of the spoils of victory. Austria in- 
terfered in the Balkans to seize land she hac not 
fought to gain. After the revolt of the oppressed 
nations, two years ago, had been successful, the 
military monarchies of Europe interferred to re- 
strain the power of the free and fighting nations. 
Now Turkey enters the war arena and seals her 
doom.

RETURN OF THE BULL MOOSERS. 
New York World: In 1912, more than half 
cf the Republican party, seceding from the regular 
organization, was singing “Onward, Christian sol- 
diers” and battling for the Lord at Armageddon.

His radical miscake from the political point of 
view was in not realizing that he was the choice of 
a minority of the nation. He went into office only 
because the elements which had long constituted 
the majority split on a question of party adminis- 
tration. He had a fortuitous majority in Congress 
and proceeded to make use of it as if he had ob- 
tainted a real grant of power from the people. 

He kept Congress in session for 18 months with- 
out a break and imposed on the country a vast 
mass of legislation for which it felt he had never 
received a proper popular mandate. 

Mr. Wilson's attitude of absolute self-sufficiency 
grated on the public. 


THE END OF A PARTY. 

Indianapolis News: The Progressive party 
died yesterday. When questioned last right, Mr. 
Roosevelt said: “I have nothing to say. It «ves 
not seem to me that, under the circumstances, a 


statement could be expected from me.” Perhaps 
not—nor does it matter. Roosevelt’s candidata, 
Davenport, ran fourth in New York. In Yhio the 
Progressive vote dropped out of sight. In Penn- 
eylvania Pinchot, candidate foy Senator, ran third, 
being defeated by both Penrose and Palmer. In 
this State Beveridge is a very poor third, having 
been beaten in his home county by both Shively 
and Miller. In Massachusetts the Progressive vote 
fell off by 80 per cent, the party‘s candidate for 
Governor receiving but 22,000 votes. 


It is the same everywhere. The party may con- 
tinue to “stand at Armageddon,” but the host 
will be so small as to be unable to make much of 
a fight “for the Lord.’”’ There was never any- 
thing to it except the personal element. In pa- 
tional affairs it was merely a Roosevelt party, and 
in Indiana it seemed to exist simply for the 
purpose of electing Beveridge to something. In- 
cidentally,, it may be remarked that “the third 
cup of coffee” now seems very remote and 
shadowy. - 


EXTREMES: WILL MEET. 

Springfield Republican: While the return to 
Congress of many men of the Cannon type shows 
the essential character of the overturn, a strik- 
ing contrast is offered in the election of a Socialist 
from Victor Berger’s old district in Milwaukee 
and also the election of a Socialist, Meyer Lon- 
don, from New York City.

MAKES DEMOCRATS RESPONSIBLE.

NOT A LANDSLIDE. 

Philadelphia Record: When Theodore Roose- 
velt was elected President in 1904 the Repub- 
licans at the same time made it a sweeping vic- 
tory in Congress, winning 249 seats to only 137 
for the Democrats. That is what we should call a 
political landslide. Republicans who already see 
a great triumph in 1916 will do well to compare 
their representation in 1904 with that gained in 
1914 in a considerably larger Congress, and then 
they will realize what a long distance they have 
still to travel.

“Under-Fire” Yarns 
Told to Davis by 
Officers of Allies

banker, bue he said he would first try 
elsewhere. The next-day I met him on 
the boulevards and asked what kird 
of a riotous existence he found pos- 
sible on 6 france = = > Ue | 
Lucky Brother Was Shot. 
‘T've had the most extraordinary 
luck,’’ he said. ‘‘After I met you, I met 
my brother. He was just in from the 
front and I got all his money.” 
‘Won't your brother need 
asked. 
“Not at all,” said the subaltern cheer- 
fully. ‘‘He’s shot in the legs, and 
they’ve put him to bed. Rotten luck 
for him, you might say, but how lucky 
for me!’ 
Had he been the brother who was shot 
in both legs he would have treated the 
matter just as light-heartedly. 
The stories the English officers told us 
at La Rme’s and Maxim’s, by contrast 
with the surroundings, were all the 
more grewsome. Seeing them there, it 
did not seem possible that in a few 
hours these same fit, sun-tanned youths 
in khaki would be back in the trenches, 
or scouting in advance of them, or that 
only the day before they had been 
dodging death and destroying their fel- 
lowmen. 
Maxim's, which now reminds one only 
of the last act of the “Merry Widow,” 
was the meeting place for the French 
and English officers from the front, the 
American military attaches from our 
embassy, soldiers, sailors, aviators, ma- 
rines, the doctors and volunteer nurses 
from the America ambulance and the 
correspondents who by night dined in 
Paris and by day dodged arrest and 
other things on the firing line, or as 
near it as they could motor without 
going to jail. For these Maxim’s was 
the clearing house for news of friends 
and battles. 

Ancient Foes Dine Together. 
Where once were the supper girls and 
the ladies of the gold mesh vanity bags, 
were only men in red and blue uniforms, 
men in khaki, men in bandages. Among 
them were English Lords and French 
Princes, with titles that dated from 
Agincourt to Waterloo where their an- 
cestors had met as enemies. Now those 
who have succeeded them as allies were, 
oversole Marguery, discussing airships, 
armored automobiles and mitrailleuse. 
At one table Hugo Frazier of the 
American Embassy would be telling an 
English officer that a Captain of his 
regiment who was supposed to have 
been killed at Coutrali, had, like a hom- 
ing pigeon, found his way to the hos- 
pital at Neuilly and wanted to be re- 
ported ‘“‘safe’’ at Lloyds. At another 
table a French Lieutenant would de- 
scribe a raid made by the son of an 
American banker in Paris who is in 
command of an armed automobile. “He 
swept his gun only once—so,"”" the 
Frenchman explained, waving his arm 
across the champagne and the broiled 
lobster, ‘‘and he caught a General and 
two staff officers. He cut them in

Or at another table you would listen 
to a group of English officers talking 
in wonder of the German's wasteful 
advance in solid formation. 
“They. were piled so high,” one of 
them relates, “that I stopped firing. 
They looked like grey worms squirming’ 
about in a bait box. I can shoot men 
coming at me on their feet, but not 
a mass of arms and legs." 
“Tt know,” asserts another, “‘when we 
charged the other day we had to ad- 
vance over the Germans that fell the 
night before, and my men were slip- 
ping and stumbling all over the place, 
The bodies didn’t give them any foot- 
hold.”’ 
Then another takes up the tale. “My 
Sergeant yesterday,” he relates, ‘‘turned 
to me and said: ‘It isn’t cricket. There's 
no game in shooting into a target as 
big as that. It's just murder.’ I had 
to order him to continue firing.”’

N THE opinion of many medical authorities, te de- 

velopment of pulmonary tuberculosis (consumption) 

is hastened, if not actually precipitated, by a loss of 
lime from the system. . This condition technically is 
known as decalcification, and nearly all authorities agree 
that it must be avoided in order to preserve health. 


‘‘Where there is decalcification, the lime salts must 
be supplied medicinally,’’ says Dr. J. W. Carhart, of San 
Antonio, Texas, in the May, 1913, issue of ‘‘Medical Prog- 
ress,’’ an ethica] journal, published in Louisville. 


To supply these vitally necessary salts has, in many instances, 
proved a difficult matter, since in some forms they are not easily 
assimilable, and often cause stomach distutbance.

Addresses on a Wide Range of 
Subjects Offered to Societies 
and Organizations. 


BIGGER DEMAND EXPECTED 


Opening of School Buildings to 
Citizens Increases Interest 
in Public Affairs. 


The Civic League yesterday sent to 
every organization in St. Louis inter- 
ested in public affairs, a booklet of 
public speakers and topics of most in- 
terest at this time to St. Louls. This 
booklet has been prepared annually by 
the league for the last five years, espe- 
clally to encourage organizations to 
discuss the work of public departments. 

The list of subjects and speakers has 
been compiled with the assistance of 
the Conference of Federations, com- 
posed of the leading federations of the 
city, so that it is thoroughly repre- 
sentative of all sides of public issues. 
The general groups of subjects are 
‘Municipal Housekeeping,” ‘'Educa- 
tion,”’ “Political Reform,’’ ‘‘Social and 
Economic Reform,” “Industrial Condi- 
tions,”’ ‘“‘Public Health,’’ ‘‘Social Serv- 
ice,’’ “Public Recreation,’ “Public 
Morals” and “Organized Civic Move- 
ments.,”’ 

Speakers are to be secured by appli- 
cation to the Civic League. 

Many of the talks are to be illustrated 
by stereopticon. The Civic League has 
a collection of about 1000 slides, any of 
which can be secured free of charge by 
any organization. The collection com- 
poses a large number of European 
views, a smaller number of views of 
American cities and full sets of St. 
Louis views. The subjects covered by 
the slides are river fronts, city plan- 
ning, parks and boulevards, streets, 
public buildings, municipal art. play- 
grounds, school gardens, home improve- 
ment, trees, historical scenes in St. 
Louis, and housing. 

The names of 73 speakers are listed, 
most of whom are officials in the city 
government, Board of Education or 
some other official body. More than 
100 applications were filed through the 
office of the Civic League last year, 
The applications came from women’s 
clubs, church clubs, improvemen: asso- 
ciations, school patrons’ assoviations, 
and the like. 

This year an even larger use of the 
bureau is expected on account of the 
opening of the public schools to free 
use by citizens. Already the local com- 
mittees in charge of the activities in 19 
schools have asked for courses in civics 
with talks by public officials. In this 
way it is hoped to bring municipal gov- 
ernment closer to the people of the city.

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NEBRASKA MAKING | 
FIGHT TO RECOVER 
HER SCHOOL LANDS 


Federal Survey Being Made to 
Determine Lines Originally 


Laid Out in State. | 


OMAHA, Nebd., Nov. 7.—The State of 
Nebraska is threatened with the loss 
of a great slice of its school lands and 
the State officials have appealed to ths 
Federal Government to assist them in 
preserving intact the lands which con- 
stitute the base of the Nebraska school 
fund. The trouble has been brewing 
many years, but is only now reaching 
a crisis. To a large extent the error 
can be traced back to the famous “‘beer 
bottle’ survey made when the Stats 
was thrown open to homestead settle- 
ment, but this is not the only contrib- 
uting cause of the trouble which the 
State land officials now find with the 
property in their charge. 

When Nebraska was first surveyed 
the engineers found great difficulty in 
marking section lines. There was 
scarcely any timber from which per- 
manent stakes could be made and the 
surveyors used the refuse of their camp 
with which to mark township, sections 
and other lines. Sometimes an old to- 
mato can was half buried in the ground 
and used as a base for a township’s 
survey. 

One particular set of engineers was 
said to have carried a case of beer 
with them whenever they could get the 
beverage and the empty bottles, thrust 
neck deep in the sand, were all uti- 
lized as section corners. From this 
fact the first survey of Nebraska is 
called the “beer bottle’ survey. 

It is said that often the partakers of 
the beer made section and township 
corners out of a spade full of earth. 
And the first rain that fell after the 
surveyors had passed on obliterated all 
traces of their work. The tomato cans 
rusted away. The coyotes dug up the 
beer bottles. And the little piles of 
earth returned to the level. 

‘New Surveys OCOhanged Lines. 

When the settlers entered the country 
there were Very few indications of the 
survey. Only now and then were the 
corners of the Government survey dis- 
cernible. The result was the resurvey- 


ing by locators and county surveyors | 


and the establishment of corners by 
them. And these corners rarely coin- 
cided with the corners of the official 
survey. Consequently, the section lines, 
as well as those of townships, were 
often quite a distance from those lines 
as run by the Government engineers. 

When Nebraska was made a State, 
sections 16 and 86 in every township in 
the State were given to the Common- 
wealth as a basis for its permanent 
school fund. Some of this land was sold 
outright, and provided the cash for the 
establishment of district schools ag well 
as for the State University. The re- 
maining sections were held by the State 
and are rented or léased, the income 
from this source being devoted to edu- 
cational purposes. 

In 1895 Congress ordered a resurvey of 
Nebraska lands, but the order provided 
that no bona fide occupant’ should lose 
his land through the new survey. Sev- 
eral years were required by the engi- 
neers to complete this work. When it 
was finished the field notes and plats 
were submitted to the Commissioner of 
the General find Office at Washington 
and were approved by him before they 
were made public. Then it was found

Conditions finally reached such a stato 
that the Board of Educational Lands 
and Funds sent the Assistant Attorney- 
General of the State to Washington to 
urge upon the Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office the necessity of mak- 
ing a third survey of certain parts of 
Nebraska, where the errors were most 
flagrant. In accordance with the re- 
quest of the State, Government engi- 
neers were sent to Nebraska and for a 
number of months have been at work 
on a new survey in which they “are 
making an effort to protect the prop- 
erty of the State. 

Instead of giving each farmer and 
rancher everything he claims and then 
throwing the shortage of land upon the 
State, the Government men are attempt- 
ing to follow the lines of the old ‘‘beer 
bottle’ survey whenever it is possible 
to locate them. The Nebraska board 
has pointed out that the school lands 
will be seriously impaired unless action 
of this kind is taken.

MAHA, Neb., Nov. 7.—The last act 


of an international romance in which a 
wealthy Omaha girl married an officer 
in the Kaiser’s navy after a courtship 
of a few weeks and divorced him just 
ea quickly, has just been staged in 
London, England, where the erstwhile 
bridegroom, Carl Hans Lody, was tried 
by courtmartial on the charge ef being 
a German spy. Announcement of a ver- 
dict was reserved. 

The bride was Miss Louise Stom, and, 
after the divorce decision and restora- 
tion of her maiden name, she again 
teok up her residence with her father’s 
family in Omaha, where she now resides 
It 


the German officer cost the father-in 
law considerable money. — 
The Storz family deny this. Lody, In 
his testimony at the courtmartial, said 
he was given $10,000 to permit his wife 
to obtain a divorce. 

The wedding took place in Omaha, 
Oct. 29, 191%, and exactly two years 
later Lody stood before the English 
military ceurt-end pleaded not guilty to 
the charge of espionage for the German 
army. 

Whirlwind Courtship. 


The courtship was of a whirlwind 
nature. Miss Storz, with a party o¢ 


.Omaha friends, started on a trip around 


the world, intending to be absent a 
year. They sailed from New York in 
the summer of 1912. On the steamer 
they became acquainted with Lody, who 
held a commission on the vessel. He 
‘and Miss Storz fell in love at first sight. 
When the steamer arrived in Europe the 
members of the Storz family started on 
thelr way. 

Three days later they were joined by 
Lody, who had resigned his position. 
He followed the party from city to city 
and form country, to country, and be- 
fore the tour was many weeks old, Miss 
Storz left the party and returned to 
Omaha, where Lody arrived @ few days 
later. 

The two young people seemed wildly 
fascinated with each other and the an- 
nouncement of the engagement soon 
followed. On the heels of the engage- 
ment came the wedding cerembny. The 
honeymeon lasted a few weeks—and 
then came the question of housekeep- 
ing—anad the monthly bills. | 

Empleyed by Father-in-Law. 

Ledy had told his bride ana her 
friends that he was an officer in the 
German naval resefves and that the 
position occupied by his family tn Ber- 
lin Was such that, together with his 
naval record, would give him and his 
wife entree to the most exclusive cir- 
cles in the Kaiser’s capital—and he had 
papers to prove his assertion. But he 
didn't have the money for the monthly 
bills. 

Therefore he accepted a position in 
his father-in-law’s establishment—and 
he and his wife moved into most ele- 
gant apartments. His rise in the busi- 


ry|ness was not very rapid. Clerks said 


he showed a disposition to sit with his 
feet on the desk and play the part of 
the “boss’’ to the trusted old-time em- 
ployes. One day he quit work alto- 
gether. 

Then he went to work in Union Pacific 
headquarters in Omaha. “Going to be- 
gin at the bottom and learn railroad- 
ing,” he announced. His salary was 
$65 a month. He continued living in the 
elegant apartments. 

About this time—a month or so after 
the marriage—rumors were heard of 
friction In the Lody household. suda- 
denly the elegant apartment was for 
rent. Lody has gone to Germany and 
Mrs. Lody was back at home with her 
parents. 

Soon a divorce petition was filed. Lody 
was charged with cruelty—with having 
repeatedly struck his wife. When time 
for the trial appeared Lody appeared to 
fight the case, He had brought a lawyer 
from Berlin. “I won’t permit my honor 
to be soiled,” he said, magnificently. 
Present Situation. 


_ The case Was postponed and Lody an¢ 


his lawyer returned to London. Some 
months afterward the suit was called 
for trial. Lody did not appear and a 
divorce wae granted to his wife upon 
the grounds of extreme cruelty. She 
refuses to make any comment upon her 
former husband's present situation. 


In the course of his testimony be- 
fore the courtmartial Lody stated that 
his American father-in-law paid him 
$10,000 to consent to his wife's obtaining 
a divorce. “It was to teimburse me 
for expenses, étc.,"" said he. That he 
obtained a single dollar is absolutely 
denied by the bride’s family. “Not a 
cent did we pay Mr. Lody,” said Got- 
lieb Storz, the father-in-law. “We got 
the divorce on the real merits of the 
case.”’

LAUTERBAGK WAS | 


INDICTED WITH HIM 


Former Pleads Not Guilty to 
Impersonating Members of 
Congress—$30,000 Bail. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—David Lamar, 
indicted in 1913 on a charge of imperson- 
ating Government officers with intent to 
defraud, pleaded not guilty today to 
each of three indictments and was held 
in $30,000 bail. Lamar, who had been 
fighting removal from the District of 


Columbia since his indictment, was ar- 
rested last night in an uptown hotel by 
agents of the Department of Justice. 

Lamar will now be tried here, it is 
said, for alleged impersonation of Con- 
gressman A. Mitchell Palmer, of Penn- 
sylvania, to defraud Louis Cass Led- 
yard, J. P. Morgan & Co. and the 
United States Steel Corporation. Be- 
fore the Senate lobby investigating 
committee, Lamar admitted he had im- 
personated Congressman Palmer and 
Congressman Riordan of New York. 
He was arrested on this charge and 
also On a supplementary charge that he 
had represented himself as speaking on 
the authority of Speaker Clark and 
Senator Stone, of Missouri, in a tele- 
phone conversation. 

In opposing a motion for reducing the 
amount of bail, made by Lamar later 
in the day before Federal Judge Hand, 
District Attorney Marshall told Judge 
Hand that the lawyer named with La- 
mar in the third indictment was Edward 
Lauterbach. Marshall said Lauterbach 
would surrender Monday. 

It is charged that Lamar telephoned 
New York financiers urging them to em- 
ploy Lauterbach as lawyer and that in 
these telephone conversations he repre- 
sented himself at various times as va- 
rious members of Congress. 


TWO CADETS INJURED 
FIGHTING ALTON FIRE 


Western Military Academy Stu- 
dents Save Two Houses 


and Four Horses. 

Two Western Military Academy ca- 
dets, in Upper Alton, were injured yes- 
terday afternoon when a company of 
cadets, as volunteer firemen, fought a 
fire which destroyed a house and barn 
near the academy. 

The cadets saved four horses from the 
barn and extinguished fire on two 
houses, to which it had spread. The 
injured youths are Capt. Percy Wilson 
of Leavenworth, Kan., and J. Cervanka 
of Chicago. Wilson’s hand was cut by 
glass and Cervanka’s face and head 
were burned. 

The fire started in the loft of a barn 
owned by John J. Henry. It spread to 
the Henry house. The house and barn 
were destroyed. To the north it spread 
to the home of Mrs. James Moore, and 
across the street to the home of William 
Loehr. The cadets climbed to the roofs 
of these houses and extinguished the 
flames with wet blankets and buckets 
of water. 

Four horses in the Henry barn were 
led out by cadets, and hovcehold fur- 
niture was saved by them. enry esti- 
mated the loss to his barn and residence 
at about $10,000.

British-Indian Force Takes_ Fao; 
Russians Press On Into Prussia 


LONDON, Nov. 8, 12:30 a. m.—The Admiralty announces the occupa- 
tion of Fae, a port of Asiatic Turkey, om the Persian Gulf. Fao is the ter- 
minus of the submarine telegraph to India, 

A military force from India, covered by the sloop Odin, landed with 
a naval detachment after the Turkish guns had been silenced, accord- 
ing to the announcement. There were no British casualties. 

A dispatch received by. the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Co. from 
Berlin indicates that Germany considers Portugal an enemy, though | there 
has been no declaration of war. The dispatch says: . 

“It is reported that the revolution kindled by Gerthan emissaries in 
the Portuguese colony of Angola, West Africa, is spreading. The colony’s 
troops are insufficient to defend the southern frontier against German at- 
tacks, and a brigade of troops is being sent from Portugal,” 

With the exception of the fall of Tsingtau, the most significant 
report from any of the battle fronts, and the most welcome from the 
allies’ point of view, is that the Russian armies, besides driving the 
Austrians back in Galicia, Have reached the Warthe River in Russian 
Poland and established themselves on the Hast Prussian frontier. 

In fact, the Berlin official report says, some Russian cavalry crossed 
the Warthe, but were driven back. To this the Russiah report adds that 
the town of Warta, on the Warthe River in Poland, has been occupied, 
and that a German column has proceeded westward through Czenstochowa, 
which is very near the Silesian frontier. 

The Russians, too, are responsible for the report that they have 
defeated the Germans near Miawa, in Poland, just across the Bast Prus- 
sian boundary, and at Lyck, in Dast Prussia. 

. Military observers here say the Russians have followed the retiring 
Germans at a very “much faster pace than was anticipated, and that if 
they are in force, they may be able to prevent the Germans from taking 
up their new positions on the Warthe, and compel them to fall back to 
the Silesian border. 

Despite all this, reports persist that the dersieinn are sending large 
numbers of their troops who have been fighting in Poland westward, to 
oppose the allies in France and Belgium. That they would do this, with 
enormous Russian forces threatening their own and richest territory, 
military men here say seems highly improbable, unless the Germans are 
satisfied that a reduced force can prevent the Russians from entering 
Silesia and East Prussia. 

Proclamation Explains Evacuation Along the Yser. 

Wiring from Amsterdam, the correspondent of Reuter’s Telegram 
Co. says that the German authorities at Bruges have placed a proclama- 
tion on the front of, the town hall, stating that the German army has 
evacuated its position on the Yser in order to open a strong attack on 
Ypres, where the troops are slowly progressing. 

At Gitz> Roulers, Lichtervelds and Thourout (towns in west' Flanders) 
as well as in other villages to the east of the fighting line, great move- 
ments of German troops can be observed. Exhausted soldiers are return- 
ing from the battle fields, while fresh troops are advancing in the direc- 
tion of Ypres and Dixmude. 

The fighting between these two cities is still extremely severe and 
both sides appear to have suffered terrible losses. Long columns of cars 
filléd with the wounded are arriving at Bruges from Roulers, Ypres and

Heavy Guns Being Mounted at Ostend. ets 

Engineers from the Krupp gun works are mounting heavy guns at 
the Belgian seaport of Ostend, and facing them seaward, according to 
a dispatch from Rotterdam to the Exchange Telegraph Co.

Germans Blow Up Forts, Town and 
Ships, Before Tsingtau Surrender 


TOKIO, Nov. 7.—After desperate assaults in which the Japanese, in the 
face of heroic resistance, rivaled the bravery of their forces at: Port Arthur, 
Tsingtau surrendered at 9:20 o’clock this morning. At that hour Gov. 
Meyer Waldeck, following the hoisting of white flags on the forts, sent 
an officer with a flag of truce to the Anglo-Japanese lines. At 4 o’clock 
this afternoon the Japanese and German officers opened a conference at 
Moltke Barracks, where the formalities of capitulation were concluded. 

The. Japanese officers pay unstinted tribute to the bravery of the Ger- 
mans, who fought tenaciously to the last. Unofficial reports are that the 
Germans blew up what was left of their forts before surrendering, and vir- 
tually the whole town is in ruins. A Japanese torpedo boat flotilla that 
entered the bay found that nearly all the ships had been destroyed. 

An official estimate places the Japanese killed in the final assault last 
night ut 36, with 182 wounded. The British took an important part in the 
victory and two British officers were wounded. No statement of the Ger- 
man casualties is available but it is believed that they were — 

6000 Prisoners to Be Taken to Japan. 

The Minister of War states that the lessons learned from the siege were, 
first, the destructiveness of the new heavy guns that the Japanese used for the 
first time; and, second the effectiveness of the aeroplane observation service, 
whereby the methods of the defense were discovered.

open cities, shoots hostages, sets on fire the Louvain library and the Rheims 


eathedral. 
Soldiers’ View of His Duty. 

But this is not sufficient to justify us 
in regarding the German officers as 
modern vandals. No, they are merely 
soldiers;/ brought up to the idea that 

an army's duty is that of de- 
its enemy, with the sacrifice, if 
necessary, of their life; and, at the 
same time, that the officer is the only 
judge of the safest and best means to 
insure the final victory. Judges, mor- 
alists, artists, members of the Red 
Cross and of The Hague International 
Tribune must stand aside.

FLEUROT, Flanders, Nov. 7.—Because I work for the same papers as 
Robert Edgren, sporting writer of the New York World and the Post- 
Dispatch, I had an unusual point of vantage for seeing the English navy 
bombard the German trenches in sand dunes between Nieuport and Westende. 

There was a captive balloon operated by the flying corps of the English 
mavy on the highest sand dune. I wanted to get up on the dune, so I could 
vee better, and I wanted to see the men in the balloon semaphore the ships, 
telling them where to shoot, but a young English sailor who was a mem- 


ber of the flying corps stopped me u 
for the World and the Post-Dispatch. 

“Do you know Bob Edgren?’ he sur- 
prised me by asking. It was hardly 4 
question you would expect to be asked 
on the Belgian sand dunes, in the midst 
of one of the most remarkable battles 
in the world’s history. I claimed Ed- 
gren’s acquaintance, and that was bet- 
ter than a military pass.. 

Liked Edgren’s Stuff. 

We climbed the sand dune together, 
16 telling me how much he admired 
Ddgren as a sporting writer. It seems 
1e had been in Newport News, Va., 
mce. He thought Edgren was fair in 
iis judgment of English pugilists. So 
ve stood on the sand dune, he discours- 
ng on Hdgren, while I watched the men 
n the balloon signal to someone in a 
wireless station nearer shore, who, it 
vas explained to me, was letting the 
runners at sea know the range. 

All you could see, even from the top 
of this highest sand dune, were rolling 
sand dunes to the east, and an occa- 
jional belch of smoke, showing where a 
Jerman gun was hidden.

The cruisers, sailing in a cirtle, kept 
steaming by at half speed, firing stead- 
fly, guns flashing flaming tongues, 
three seconds before we got the reports. 
The Germans were compelled to shoot 
in the air, hoping to drop enormous 
shells on the decks of the cruisers. If 
one had ever struck, I believe it would 
have wrecked whatever it hit, but the 
shells fell all around the cruisers and 
never touched them. 

Inland, there was no making out any- 
thing except the course of the Yser, 
with shells breaking everywhere. Nieu- 
port was catching most of these, and 
none was ‘falling our way;-until sud- 
denly a shrapnel shell broke right over 
us, and all about us buzzed with drop- 
ping missiles. . 

Immediately there was another, a lit- 
tle closer to the balloon overhead, and 
in less than a minute the balloon was 
pulled down. Out of it stepped two 
young members of the flying corps, a 
little relieved to be out of range of 
shrapnel. 

The first thing my friend, the saflor, 
said to them was: 

“What d’ you think; this fellow works 
for the same paper as Bob Pdgren?”’

UM as an army ration is se- 
~ verely condemned by the 
United Kingdom Alliance, a 
prohibition organization, which is 
working for a rumless army. - 
Opinions vary as to the need of 
‘rum as ae ration.

Death Toll Exa sgerated., 
Says U. §. Army Officer 


Fie Says Bystander in. Street Row Is ini More 
Danger of Being Hit Than a Soldier on 
the Battletield in Europe. 


By Wire From the Washington Bro- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.~—“The inno- 
cent bystander runs much greater risk 
of being injured when cobblestones are 
flying in the ordinary rough and tumble 
street fight than the average soldier 
runs of being shot in the Huropean war, 
notwithstanding the fact that he is sup- 
posed to be subjected to constant fire 
from the most mechanically perfect 

killing apparatus.”’ 

This statement was made by a staff 
officer of the United States army this 
afternoon in commenting on a tour of 
inspection, made by ataff officers, of 
specimens of the various classes of 
trenches used in the Buropean war. 
Trenches have. been made at Belvoir, a 
reservation about twenty miles down 
the Potomac, where the troops stationed 
in the vicinity of Washington are now 
mobilized. 

For the purpose of thoroughly famil- 
iarizing, army officers with the kinds of 
trenches that are being used in Europe 
and to give the soldiers practice in their 
construction, the army reservation on 
the Potomac has been turned into a min- 
lature battlefield. 


“The reports concerning the number 
cf men killed in the ‘war to date are 
unquestionably exaggerated to a degree 
that is positively ridiculous,” said the 
officer. “If the reports which have 
reached this country from London con- 
cerning the German casualties are true 
end if the slaughter continues at the 
rate now alleged, it will take only a 
few more months to wipe out the entire 
army of the Kaiser. The same is true 
of the losses of the allies as reported 
from Berlin. . 

“A military expert has intimated that 
it takes 10,000 rounds of ammunition to 
kill one soldier. These figures were 
made on the basis of ammunition used 
und men killed in the Russian-Japanese 
War. To the layman they will sound 


proximately correct. 

“The stories of hand-to-hand fighting 
as a daily experience are likewise un- 
true. Of course, on a battle line ex- 
tending 200 miles there are occasional 
hand-to-hand encounters, but, judging 
from the experience of American officers 
during the Spanish War, it is highly 
probable that the German soldiers rare- 
ly see the men they are shooting a e! 


individuals. I have never seen an or- 
dinary English hospital, but I can im- 
agine what its faults must be from 
seeing the same things exaggerated in 
the army. 

The chief trouble with them is that 
the nurses are evidently from the serv- 
ant class.

I have talked to them about 
it, but few of them have caught what 
I was driving at. -With us the nurse is 
an individual, a person to be respected. 
Doctors treat them courteously and as 
equals. Nothing like that with an En- 
glish nurse. She is on the level witb 
therorderlies, and the orderlies come de- 
cidedly from the “‘lower classes.”’

I cannot let the doctors off entirely, 
however. I had a chance to see a hos- 
pital where the more seriously wounded 
were being kept. It was tea time, and 
every mother’s son of them, evidently 
regardless of his condition, was getting 
his tea with bread and jam.

At the City Hall they’ already are call- 
ing it the “Kick Commission,”’ although 
the new city charter labels it the “Com- 
plaint Board.” The board, appointed 
yesterday by Mayor Kiel, will meet to- 
morrow in the Mayor's office to organ- 
ize and plan the development of this 
novel idea in municipal government, 

The first order of business will be the 
appointment of a secretary to take the 
kicks. The wounded feelings of this 
harassed and brow-beaten official will 
be salved with $2500 annually in the 
shape of salary provided recently by the 
Municipal Assembly. 

He enjoys the sympathies and con- 
dolences ef many officials before his 
name is known, for experience teaches 
that he will have to referee disputes of 
every variety, from the complaint of 
the housewife against the neglectful 
garbage wagon driver, to the resound- 
ing charges of the civic delegate who 
finds the public utility octop! trans- 
gressing the law. 

Members Serve Without Pay. 

The three board members appointed 


by the Mayor are former State Senator’ 


Maurice J. Cassidy, member of the 
Building Trades Council; Lewis T. 
Tune, former president of the St. Louis 
Club, and Wanford Crawford, vice- 
president of the St. Louis Symphony 
Gociety and formerly manager of 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney. 

The board members must embrace the 

axiom that virtue is its own reward, be- 
caus¢ they will have to.serve without 
pay. — 
That is the only thing definitely fixed 
in the specifications drafted by the 
Poard of Freeholders. What the mem- 
bers’ duties. are is not so clearly defined 
as what their reward shall be. 

The charter merely recites that they 
shall “receive complaints against any 
department, board, division, officer or 
employe of the city, or against any pub- 
lic utility corporation.” 

Old hands who have served on Assem- 
bly cofnmittees or as department heads, 
will say that this three-line phrase 
enumerates just about 9 per cent of the 
problems and worries of city fathers. It 
will be a great relief and will greatly 
assist work in all departments for the 
chief to refer the complaining party or 
» parties, because they usually come in 
droves, to the “Kick Commissioners.”’ 

Mayor Hourrtedly Leaves Town. 

Th fact, handling complaints from the 
public has become the main test of 
gstatesmanship with modern city offi- 
cials. They have no trouble with af- 
fairs of state that do not produce com- 
plaints, if by any chance such affairs 
develop in the short life of an adminis- 
trition, 

Mayor Kiel, who has been In office 
fong enough to have met several well- 
developed, interesting complaints, de- 
parted for Excelsior Springs for an 
indefinite stay a few hours after he 
appointed the Complaint Board mem- 
bers. The Mayor gave no explanation 
of his hurried departure further than,to 
say he intended to take'a rest where it 
was quiet. The “Kick Commissioners” 
will have to struggle along for a few 
days, at least, without reinforcements, 
as no official other than the Mayor as-

“Manufactured evidence,” was the 
term which Circuit Judge Fisher“ from 
the bench, applied to a method em- 
ployed in obtaining testimony against 
Mrs. Estella Bender, a china painter, to 
whom he granted a decree of divorce 
Friday against Joseph Bender, & 
wealthy meat dealer of 2900 Harper 
street.

Orthwein is said te have inherited 
$500,000 from the fortune, estimated 
at several millions, which was ieft 
by hig father, the late Charles Orth- 
wein, traction magnate. For some 
years the son poured out his money 
with-both hands, in entertaining not 
only friends, but chance acquaint- 
ances, in maintaining racing stables 
and a kennel of racing dogs in Cali- 
fornia.

1901, Orthwein, as one of the city’s lead- 
ing devotees of sports, was turned to for 
help in financing the team. He con- 
tributed generously and was elected 
president of the St. Louis Browns.

Fight Provoked Storm. 


As a result of that fight, petitions 
were circulated throughout the State 
and thousands of signers secured as 
@ protest against the confinuance of 
such exhibitions. This petition was 
presented to the Governor and a 
strong effort was made to stop prine- 
fighting in California. This ,effort 
was defeated at that time, but the

SELLING HORSES 
AND USING TRUCKS 


Europe Is Paying High Prices for 
Draft and Riding Animals, 
Feed Is High, Gasoline Cheap. 


Conditions are more favorable now 
than they have ever been for the adop- 
tion of motor trucks and delivery 
wagons by American business concerns, 
according to the National Aytomobile 
Chamber of Commerce. The demand 
for horses and mules for export to Eu- 


rope gives an unexpected chance for 
large users of horses to sell them at 
good prices and use the money to buy 
power equipment. 

Representatives of the English, French 
and German governments, who are re- 
ported to have received orders during 
the last week in October for the pur- 
chase of 2,000 additional horses and 
mules, are reported to be paying a un!l- 
form price of $270 a head in East 8t. 
Louis. At Fort Worth, Tex., prices 
have advanced $17 over last year as a 
result of the demand. The first ship- 
ment on an order for 3000 started fo, 
Montreal last week. Trainloads of 
horses and mules are going from the 
West and Southwest dally te Canada 
and Atlantic ports. Germany is said te 
be offering from $500 to $800 for good 
horses. 

Europe has already begun to drain 
the United States and Canada of their 
#urplus grain crop, and prices of corn, 
oats and hay are certain to rise. Ex- 
ports of oats from July 1 to Oct. 24 were 
22.9000,000 bushels—just double the ex- 
ports for the corresponding pernod last 
yedr. So, it is going to cost more than 
ever before to maintain horses. 

Motor trucks and delivery wagons, on 
the other hand, are better and cheaper 
than ever before, with list prices 
already fixed for the next 12 months. 
Gasoline is lower than at any time since 
the motor vehicle became a factor in 
transportation. ; 

Rubber and rubber tires are also 
cheaper than heretofore, and with plan- 
tation rubber coming into market in 
ever-increasing quantities, continued re- 
ductions are anticipated. |

All through 
the test the clutch was not slipped, ex- 
cept when traffic congestion made it 
necessary. The dash adjustment on the 
carburetor was disconnected, and in or- 
der that the test be a fair one, the fan 
was in operation throughout the run. 

Wfth the carburetor adjustment the 
same as during the economy run, the 
car was driven from standing start to 
30 miles an hour In 124-5 seconds. The 
flexibility test saw the car run at four 
miles an hour, then speeded up to 44. 

This test proves that the six is not an 
excessive fuel consumer, where the best 
gasoline is used. 


AUTO SHOW REBATE 
BETTER THAN LAST YEAR 


A meeting of the Show Committee 
and the board of directors of the Si 
Louis Automobile Manufacturers and 
Dealers’ Association was held at the of- 
fice of the Western Automobile Co. Sat- 
urday at 1 p. m. to audit the returns 
from the automobile show held in Octo- 
ber. The accounts were closed up 10 
days sooner this year than for the 1913 
show and the rebate due to members 
will be paid by Wednesday. 

The amount of the rebate will pe 
slightly larger than was earned last 
year. According to the report of Show 
Manager Lee to the board, the expenses 
were considerably less than for last 
year, which more than compensated for 
the decrease in the amount received for 
space and in the sale of dealers’ pay 
tickets. Treasurer Joseph A. Schlech- 
was instructed to make out rebate 
checks as quickly as possible. 


SPACE DEMAND HEAVY 
AT NEW YORK AUTO SHOW 


So great has the demand of motor-car 
makers been this season for space at 
the Fifteenth Annual National Auto- 
mobile Show, in Grand Central Palace. 
New York, that for the first time four 
floors of the huge building will be 
utilized for the display of complete 
cars. The show is scheduled to open 
Saturday, Jan. 2, and will continue until 
Jan. 9. Even with four floors available, 
Manager Sam Miles and the Show Com- 
mittee find that they are unable to ac- 
commodate all of the applicants for | 
exhibition space.

Two square inches of the skull of Hy- 
man Hoffstein, 5 years old, of 1924 Bid- 
die street, were removed by physicians 
at the city hospital last night to relieve 
a pressure on the child’s brain, caused

Up to the present time, including 
cotton now on the seas, =ngiens has 
imported from this .country 295,861 
bales, as Shanpared with 1,081,870 for 
the same period last season.'On July 
81 the stock of American cotton in 
Liverpool was 618,000 bales, and the 
stock afloat was 35,000 bales—a total 
of 663,000 bales. 

Today, in the face of a decided fall. 
ing off in imports, nearly 750,000 
bales, these stocks have decreased 
but little, which shows that the En- 
Slish mills are running on very short 
time or buyjng little and usin stocks 
of cotton that are in the mills. [ 
English mills are running propor- 
tlonate to their imports of American 
cotton, it would be about on one- 
fourth time. Increased exports of 
American cotton to Great Britain in- 
dicates, however, that those mills are 
coming into the market,and English 
cotton importers are preparing to 
supply them. 

he general improvement in the 
exchange markets in this country and 
Great Britain‘ wil aid the cotton busi- 
ness materially. The fact that En- 
gland is an export country and de- 
peahent largely on bills of exchange, 
as made the position of cotton mer- 
chants in Liverpool uncomfortable, as 
their business requires them to get 
their purchases of cotton released on 
acceptances of 60-day bills. Lack of 
bills of exchange, drawn against ex- 
ports, makes business almost impos- 
sible. Sales of cotton in Liverpool for 
the week reach a total equal to sales 
under normal conditions, due to 
heavy sales the last half of the week. 

The Liverpool Cotton Association 
opened the arket Friday for re- 
stricted trad ng in May-June, for 
liquidation of “ti, geen sem that is 
for new buying, but no new selling, 
with the minimum price _ fixed pt 
425d for American cotton and 6.964 
for Egyptian. On Friday the markety 
opened at 4.404, sold as high as 
4.454 and closed at 4.34d for May- 
June. Saturday the market opened 
At 4.394 and closed at 4.844. 

The weather during the week has 
been such as to ald greatly the picking 
of cotton. Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway officials estimate that 7% r 
cent of the Texas crop has been gath- 
ered and about one-third of it sold. The 
demand for cotton has been very good 
all over the cotton belt and prices have 
continued to advance. In none of the 
principal cotton centers is middling 

uoted at less than 7 cents per pound. 

he movement of cotton is increasing 
and the into-sight movement is begin- 
ning to compare more favorably with 
the movement last season. 

Exports to France are heavier, and to 
Japan, too, as well as to Great Britain. 
and the increase in value as well as in 
volume of exports will wield a favor- 
able influence on the market. Ameri- 
can mills are doing . business 
and show a better disposition to buy 
cotton. Canadian mills are paeoning. to 
take cotton a little more freely. e 
demand is wider. Financtal conditions 
are easier and a further tmprovement 
is expected. This is reflected in the cot- 
ton markets. Exports of ‘commodities 
other than cotton during the month of 
October were heavy, as was the case in 
September... In September, 1914, exports 
exceeded those of September, 1913, by 
about $125.000,000, which more than off- 
set the loss on account of lack of e rt 
of cotton, so far as current trade bal- 
ance is concerned. ~ 

The main issue in the cotton market 
fs available funds with which to carry 
the crop. The size of the crop ifs not 
the depressing feature of the market: 
it is the quentity of cotton pressed for 
sale that determines the price. A rea] 
holding movement, one that can be 
sustained, will maintain the price of 
cotton. Cotton is now selling at 2 cents 
per pound higher than around the mid- 
dle of this month fn 1898. The present 
price has been made possible by a better 
understanding of banking than obtained 
at that time. 

The course of cotton on during the 

month indicates that the specula- 
if e public regards cotton as an excel- 
lent investment at anvthirig under pres- 
ent values, and ¢ buying is likely 
to develop on any recession. ere are 
to be found a good many mill buyers 
who are of a pessimistic turn of mind 
and they believe that cotton prices wil} 
go to the dogs. But the more conserva- 
tive can see an excellent profit in cot- 
ton bought at present levels are 
buying heavily.

Cattle receipts during the week 
generous in volume, being heavier than 
the run 6f the preceding week, but still 
lighter than that of a year ago. The 
beef steers supply was generous and the 
quality fair, although nothing strictly 
Prime was available. ‘Conditions were 
adverse to the Selling side and conse- 
quently the market was lower, although 


not so bad as sellers expected. The 
el, Pao imposed on the market by 

e Government prohibiting the ship- 
ment of cattle from the market because 
of the foot and mouth disease, mate- 
rially curtailed the demand and buying 
was largely in the hands of packers. 
Local traders and shippers were prac- 
tically out of the market at all times. 
Therefore, it was surprising that prices 
did not drop still lower. Strictly good 
beef steers were stead , with several 
loads selling at $10.25@ 10.86, the latter be- 
ing the week’s top price. Medium and 
common steers, however, were at 25@35c 
lower in most instances. 

Trade in butcher classes, and particu- 
larly in heifers, also was on a lower 
basis. The supply was excessive, be- 
Cause the only buyers operating were 
ackers. Outside, butchers “ee | local 
raders did not purchase because they 
were unable to ship out what they did 
buy. The demand was therefore limited 
and competition meager. Medium-grade 
heifers suffered most during the week, 
declining 85@650c generally. Strictly good 
kinds were close to steady. Cows were 
in much the same shape as heifers, al- 
though the decline on them did not 
amount to more than 15@25c. Bulls were 
steady to 10@lbc lower, medium grade 
bulls showing e loss. Vealers were 
about steady all during the week, al- 
though toward the close there was evi- 
dence of a 2%@50c decline. The top 
price was $9.50. 

Stockers and Feeders Sacrificed. 

There was absolutely no trade in stock- 
ers and feeders because of the quaran- 
tine, and therefore it was impossible 
to compare the trade with that of the 
previous week. Local traders did not 
purchase anything and lots of stockers 
and feeders went to killers at a great 
sacrifice. Shippers have been warned 
to keep stock and feeding cattle off 
the market until the situation is nor- 
mal, as.they will either have to be 
Carried at the yards, which is an expen- 
sive process, or go to killers at absurdly 
low prices. 

Runs in the quarantine division were 
only moderate, but showed a good in- 
crease, Southeastern territory contrib- 
uted the bulk of the supply, with a 
small representation from Oklahoma. 

Order buyers were out of the market 
all week, being unable. to get purchases 
out. Consequently packers did aj] the 
buying. However, steers were wanted 
and sold mostly on a good, steady basis. 
Canners and she-stuff were about lic 
lower. Yearlings and heretics sold at 
1b5@250 lower, in most cases, although 
there were times when the decline looked 
more than that. 

Heg Prices Drop Low. 

The supply of hogs was rather 
small for this season of the year, 
but owing to uncertain conditions 
there were plenty on the market for 
all. Prices were on the lowest basis 
they have been this year. ‘Pigs and 
lights suffered to a much greater ex- 
tent than medium and heavy hogs, 
owing to the fact that shippers were 
out of the market after Monday, 
when the buying force consisted otf 
packers only.

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Wheat futures touched the high- 
est level reached in two months dur- 
ing the past week, on speculative 
buying induced by continued heavy 
export shipments to the warring na- 
tions of Burope. As the week closed 
there was some realizing to securé 
profits, but offerings were well ab- 
sorbed and market sentiment’ for the 
long pull continued highly bullish. 

Aside from a&: foreign cevelop- 


ments the market news was slightly 
bearish, as the movement of wheat 
to domestic primary points was near- 
ly double that of a year ago, and the 
domestic visible supply should show 
a material increase next week. In 
Canada, however, the movement to 
market continues light, and there is 
every indication that England has 
practically cleaned up the surplus 
wheat supply in th ominion. 

The reports on the winter wheat 
ceap indicate a material gain in acre- 
age as compared with last year, best 
estimates placing the increas at fully 
10 per cent. Advices on the growing 
winter wheat are highly optimistic, 
and show that the plant is starting 
the winter season in almost perfect 
shape, as to moisture and soil con- 
ditions. 

The Price Current grain reporter says: 

‘Based on conditions that existed Oct. 
28 to 30, reports from our #orrespond- 
ents show soil conditions tor fall plow- 
ing, seeding and germination of winter 
wheat to be almost entirely favorable, 
the only complaint being of the soil 
too dry in western portions of South 
Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas and too 
wet in a few localities in Missouri. 
Growth conditions of winter wheat re- 
flect the soil conditions, being reported 
entirely favorable except as affectel 
by dry weather in Western Nebraska 
and ansas. The acreage Aown this 
fall has increased over 11 per cent as 
compared with the acreage sown last

Involved Real Estate Operator 
Sew Held Under Bonds 
of $32,000. 


AGAIN PLEADS NOT GUILTY 


Special Grand Jury Continues 
Investigation of Complaints 
Against Operator. 


Four persons whose names never had 
been mentioned in connection with the 
involved affairs of Beverly C. Stevens, 
St. Louls County real estate operator, 
were added to his list of alleged victims 
yesterday when Stevens appeared in the 
Cirouit Court at Clayton and pleaded not 
guilty to four indictments returned 
against him by a special grand jury 


summoned to investigate his trans- 


actions. : 

The new charges are that on Sept. 16, 
1918, he embezzled $100 from John Keys; 
that on Dec. 28, 1912, he embezzled $100 
from Arthur H. Barclay; that on July 
20 last he embezzled $200 from Louis and 
Létitan BWberling, and that on June 29, 
1014, he embezzled from August Juengel 
@ promissory note for $1700, dated June 
ST, 1908, and mgned with the names of 
Abraham H. and. Marie Smith. 

As the evidence on which the indict- 
ments were based was given before the 
grand jury, it was kept secret, so that 
no details of the alleged defalcations 
were made public. The “Stevens grand 
jury,” as it was called at Clayton, al- 
ready bas spent 16 days in investigating 
his operations, and ita report is only a 
partial one. 

. Leara ef Indictments. 

Just before noon yesterday, Stevens’ 
atterneys, C. M. May and Benjamin A. 
Weod, called at Sheriff Bode’s office 
and inquired if any indictments had 
been voted against their client. Re- 
ceiving an affirmative answer, Hay tel- 
ephoned Stevens, who was waiting in 
Clayton. A few minutes later Stevens 
arrived with his sister, Mrs. Jennie C. 
Higgins of 4422 Morgan street, a widow, 
and his nephew, Edwin McDonald Stev- 
ens, a lawyer. 

The realty dealer looked pale and thin, 
compared with his appearance a few 
weeks ago, before: it became publicly 
known he was involved financially. 

The party went first into Judge Mc- 
Bihinney’s division, to which the indict- 
ments based on the Keys and Barclay 
charges had been assigned. Stevens’ at- 
torneys waived a reading of the indict- 
ments and entered a plea of not guilty. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney E., R. 
Chappell urged that bail be fixed at $5000 
in each case. Hay replied that as Stev- 
ens already was under $20,000 bond to 
anewer other charges, the figure should 
be lower. Chappell admitted that Judge 
Wurdeman had suggested $3000 in each 
case as a fair bail. The Court accepted 
this opinion, and Mrs. Higgins an- 
nounced herself as surety for $6000 bond. 

Another 86000 Bond. 

Stevens and his companions then went 
to Judge Wurdeman’'s court, to which 
had been sent the indictments based on 
the Eberling and Juengel cases. The 
proceedings were similar, and Mrs. Hig- 
gins became surety for another $6000 
bond. Stevens did not utter a word 
while in the courthouse. Hearings were 
set in both courts for Dec. & Because 
of the hour, scarcely anyone except of- 
ficials was in the courtrooms, and Stev- 
ens escaped the popular stir which at- 
tended his other appearances at Clay- 
ton. 

Stevens was previously charged in 
warrants issued by Justice Werremeyer 
with grand larceny and obtaining $1600 
under false pretenses from Henry Meii- 
ler of Sappington; with embezzling $1500, 
from Mrs. Bertha Hanpeter, 70 years 
old, of Kirkwood; and with embezzling 
we from John M. Nickels of Sapping- 


Mre. Higgins also is surety on- the 
$20,000 bonds covering these three cases. 
Stevens is at present answerable in bai! 
for $82,000. : 

The par value of Stevens’ property is 
appraised at $192,598 in an inventory filed 
Friday in Circuit Judge Tayior’s court 
by the St. Louis County Trust 'Co., as- 
signee for Stevens. This property was 
reported by the assignee to consist of 
coal mining and development company 
stocks valued at $98,400; notes, $38,050, 
and real estate, $56,148. 

James A. Hereford, president of the 
trust company, did not think Stevens’ 
had any equity in the $56,148 real estate, 
as it was mortgaged beyond its value. ' 
He eaid creditors should not accept that 
figure as a basis for any probable return 
to them from Stevens’ assets.

Gray Feathers in Black Bird. 

My Black Minorca rooster, now in the 
molt, is showing quite a number of 
gray feathers. He had none before. 
What causes this and is there a rem- 
edy? R. E. 

This is not uncommon with birds of 
black color. It is a weakness in the 
color. It is most likely to appear in 
the tail feathers or wing flights or in 
the under color and less frequently on 
the surface of the rest of the plumage. 
I cannot say whether there is a rem- 
edy in this case. The only possible 
remedy is to pull the feathers contain- 
ing the gray color. When they grow 
out again they may be all right, or 
they may not be. No one can tell. 
| Aftér pulling the defective feathers take 
good care of the bird, as to housing 
and feeding. Keep him by himself if 
possible. 


Prizes on Group ‘Displays. 
eHow does a judge figure a premtum 
offered at a poultry show for the largest 
and best display of any variety, on a 
scale of points?—William H. D., Illinois 
The American Poultry Association lays 
down some show rules, but none cover- 
ing this point. Bach show management 
makes its own rules. However, a very 
common rule is the following: Five 
points are given for each first prize, 
four points for second prize and so on 
down to fifth prize. Birds not awarded

points, and so on. 


Use of Kerosene. 

Will kerosene sprayed on nests and 
roosts harm hens? What should ducks 
be fed? I use two-by-four boards for 
roosta, flat side up. Is that the proper 
way?—A. L., St. Louis. 

No, the kerosene will not harm them. 
unless applied directly to their bodies. 
This should not be done. At this time 
of, year I assume you refer to maturr 
ducks. Various rations are given A 
good ration is, equal parts of cornmesi, 
wheat bran, green food, 5 per cent bee’ 
scraps, 5 per cent coarse sand or grit 
A good fattening ration is cornmeal 
two parts; wheat bran, one part; bee: 
scraps, 10 per cent of this bulk; green 
feed, 10 per cent; grit or sand, 5 per cent. 
Always give ducks all the water they 
want. Place it near the feed. Your 
roosts are not in best form. They should 
be made so the toes can grasp the tops. 
It would be better to run the two-by 
fours the other way, and round off the 
corners. That is the way I do, at least.

Non-Laying Hens. 

My chickens have not laid one egg 
since August. They molted early in 
September.

Business Men Advocate Ben- 
efit District Plan and Bond 
Issue to Pay for Huge 
Highway — With Bridge 
Assured, Realty Boom Is 
Expected. 


RAILWAY TICKET 
OFFICES TO MERGE 


Deal Now On Looks to Con- 
centration of All Business 
at One Point Downtown 
in Line With Proposed 
Traffic Route. 


Now that the muincipal free bridge 
is assured and the Central Traffic 
Parkway virtually so the St. Louis 
realty market, it is believed, will de- 
velop new strength. 

Some large deals, predicated on the 
early realization of these projects, 
already have been initiated, and 
others are expected to follow. 

There is anticipated an unprece- 
dented movement in the districts 
that will be affected by the comple- 
tion of the bridge and the proposed 
parkway. More or -less property in 
the bridge zone has already taken 
up by professional operators, while 
both sides of the proposed parkway 
aré attracting attention. 

The lack of substantial opposition 


to the parkway plane as demon- 
strated at Thursday night's hearing 
at the city hall was gratifying to 
realty agents and property owners, 
who are furthering the measure, 
Most of the large property holdérs 
on the north side of Chestnut street 
and on the southgside of Market streei 


are in favor of the project. These in- 
clude the Culver estate, F. N. Jud- 
gon. 

Wide Benefit District Favored. 

A majority of the realty agents and 
property owners favor the forming of a 
wide benefit district, say to extend from 
Shenandoah avenue on the south to 
St. Louis avenue on the north, and from 
King’s highway to Fourth street. Thus 
both the West End and downtown S8t. 
Louls would bear a fair proportion of 
the cost. 

As a most equitable way, Assessor 
Frank W. Schramm advocates a bond 
issue, providing fay payment by the en- 
tire city, and extending over a period of 
% years. The future generation thus, he 
says, would help pay the cost, which is 
estimated at $8,000,000, and a part of 
which the city will have to pay at al! 
events. 

Several projects, which evidently have 
Been excited by the parkway plan, have 
developed. 

Plans for a. $200,000 studio building, 
facing on the parkway, were announced 
gt an annual meeting of the St. Louis 
Art League Thursday night. The build- 
ing is to accommodate artists, sculp- 
tors and musica! composers, and will be 
arranged to permit exhibitions of musi- 
cal, dramatic and art talent of members 
of the league. 

As a location for clubs, hotels, the- 
aters and other quasi-public buildings, 
sites overlooking the parkway doubfless 
will bs in demand. . 

Move to Concentrate Ticket Offices. 

There are pending three deals, which 
contemplate concentrating the railway 
ticket offices of St. Louis. 

The latest deal looks to quarters on 
the ground floor of the Wainwright, 
the Title Guaranty Trust and the Leathe 
buildings, at Chestnut and Seventh 
streets, and on the ground floor of the 
Fullerton Building, at the southeast 
corner of Pine and Seventh streets. 

This is being engineered by James E. 
‘Fogg and Robert B. Cornell. 

As this move will be in line with the 
proposed central parkway, it is not re- 
garded unfavorably. 

The other sites under consideration 
for the ticket offices are the northwest 
and the northeast corner, respectively, 
of Tenth and Eleventh and Locust 
streets, the southeast corner.of Broad- 
way and Locust street, and both sides 
of Olive street between Tenth and 
Twelfth streets. | 

The Mercantile Trust Co., represented 
by Harry A. Cragan, who is promoting 
the Tenth, Eleventh and Locust streets 
deal, has 20 of the 21 railroads signed 
for this location.

R. W. Sikking, secretary. of the East 
St. Louis Industrial League, an organ- 
ization devoted to the éndustrial] devel- 
opment of the city, in discussing the 
matter, said that the passage of the 
bond issue to complete the bridge struc- 
ture made possible the solution of many 
East St. Louis problems, which have 
somewhat retarded tne progress of the 
city for the last-few years. | 

“The completion of the free bridge,” 
sald Sikking, ‘‘will open the way for 
the solution of many East St. Louis 
industrial and railroad difficulties and 
will revert tremendously to our benefit 
For instance,‘the South End, which has 
been regarded as a failure, wil) now en- 
joy a great boom. Triat section is com- 
posed of many ‘acres of land, very well 
sulted for’ factory purposes, but was 
formerly subject to overflow and was 
thierefore considerea undesirable. That 
section is now dratned by a_ $1,000,000 
outlet sewer and procected against high 
water by our $6,500,000 levee. 

South End Will Be Bullt Up. 
“The completion of the municipal 
bridge approach and the consequént im- 
provement of the terminal facilities in 
its vicinity will cause the South End to 
build up very rapidly. I have in mind 
now a number of deals which will be 
closed shortly as a result of the pas- 
sage of the bridge bonds, 

“We may. reasonably assume that 
most of the passenger trains, which now 
pass through the-most undesirable part 
of East St. Louls will tin the future pass 
through the very best part of East St. 
Louls to the municipal bridge. This 
means’ that the traveling public will be | 
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apprised of the fact that East St. Louis 
has some beautiful residence districts 
in addition to her factory districts. 
Practically all of the Eastern trains wiil 
come through East St. Louis in the fu- 
ture and we may look forward to the 
erection of a new passenger station in 
the eastern part of our city of a 
standard much higher than that of our 
rather unsightly relay depot. 
Will Add to Population. 

“The Free Bridge will add materially 
to the population of East St. Louis. 
The, residence district of East St. Louis 
is much closer to the business district 
of St. Louis than the residence district 
of St. Louis. Hundfeds of business 
men have offices in the business dis- 
trict of St. Louis and employes of. busi- 
ness houses in that district. will now 
reside in the residence sections of: East 
St. Louis and it: may be reasonably 
prophesied. that the Free Bridge will 
add ultiamtely atleast 50,000 people 
tu the population of East St. Louis, 

“Until ‘recently East St. Louis was 
aimost exclusively a manufacturing 
city, but we have established a park 
system at a cost of $600,000 comprising 
1500 acres. We are now building a 
seven-mile public boulevard and our 
residence sections are not surpassed for 
beauty even in St. Louis. East St. 
Louis is gréwing with St. Louis. This 
eity is substantially a part of St. Louis 
and whatevers benefits St. Louis will 
benefit us. 

“East St. Louls is the logical indus- 
trial section of the St. Louis district 
and every factory Which locates here 
is a benefit to St. Louls. The Free 
Bridge: will weld the two cities more

How Wireless 


Messages Are 


Sent to Earth by Aeronauts 


T is almost impossible in practice to 
send a wireless message to a man in 
an airship. Not that the wireless 
waves fail to reach him, but that the 

noise of the engine is so terrific that it 
makes the faint signals in the telephone 
receivers inaudible. 

It is, however, comparatively easy for 
an aviator to send wireless messages to 
the earth. Marcus D. Manton, in an 
article in Aireraft, describes the appa- 
rutus, which is different from that used 
on lang and sea, because there is Do pos- 
sibility of getting a4 ground connection. 

“The apparatus required to make this 
wireless transmission possible,” says Mr. 
Manton, “is as follows: 

“An alternator and transformer, the 
alternator being driven by the engine 
used for propelling the machine, or by 
means of an auxiliary engine or motor 
of some description, or in place of this

To surmount the difficulty of having 
no ground connection a device called a 
counterpoise is used. “It consists of two 
distinct aerials, apart from one another 
and each highly insulated. The aerials 
on airships usually consist of a single cop- 
per cable about sixty to one hundred 
yards long, one end of which is connect-

ed to the imstruments; to the free end 
a weight is attached and then lowered 
over the side of the machine so that it 
hangs vertically below the machine when 
in flight. A winch is provided so that 
the aerial may be quickly wound up or 
down. 


“In the event of the machine having 
to make a forced landing and giving no 
time to wind up the aerial, the wire cable 
is severed by means of an aerial cutter, 
which is fitted to the side of the winch, 
and the wire falls clear of the machine, 
so that the aeroplane lanas in the ordi- 
nary way without any danger the 
aerial catching in trees or being tangled 
up by the propeller. 


“The counterpoise used in place c* the 
ground connection consists of a system of 
wires running from the planes to the tail 
of an aeroplane or from end to end of 
the car of a dirigible. Fig. 2 shows 
how a counterpoise and aerial are fitted 
to an aeroplane.

HE sinking of the Titanic, most tragic of 
maritime catastrophes, was the bitter field 
from which the flower of romance has 
been plucked by two of the survivors, 
Mrs. Eloise Hughes 
Smith of Huntington, W. 
Va., and Robert W. 

Daniel, president of the Robert W. 
Daniel banking house of Philadelphia 
and New York. Their secret marriage 
in New York on Aug. 18 has just been 
disclosed to the great wonder of all 
the circle in which they move. 

Miss Eloise Hughes, as she then was, 
the daughter of Congressman James A. 
Hughes of West Virginia, made her 
debut in Washington society at a 
brilliant affair at the Hotel Willard, 
just two months before the Titanic 
disaster. A few days later she was 
married to Lucien Smith of New York. 
They went to the Continent for their 
honeymoon and sailed for home on the 
Titanic, being attracted, like so many 
other unfortunates, by the  oppor- 
tunity to make the maiden voyage of 
the world’s finest ocean liner. 

On the morning of April 14, 1912, as 
everyone remembers, the huge ship, 
racing homewards, crashed into a 
floating mountain of ice and was 
ripped asunder as a can opener rips a 
tin. Smith wrapped his bride of two 
months in furs and led her on deck. 
There, like other heroic husbands who 
could find no other means of persuad- 
ing their wives to leave them 'to their 
fate, he induced her to take a place in 
a lifeboat by telling a noble prevarica- 
tion. There was no danger, he as- 
sured her; the women were being put 
into the boats as a precaution and to 
observe the rules of the sea. It was 
preposterous, he declared, to think that 
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for her just at the moment 
when her old life was set- 
ting in the night of disaster.

So Mrs. Smith, believing that her husband was in 
little danger, kissed him, not knowing it was for the 


last time, and took her place in one of the boats. With 
her was another young bride, likewise about to be- 
come a widow, Mrs. John Jacob Astor. As the boat 


descended to the water, the two women could see their 
husbands leaning over the rail, high above them, and 
waving encouragement. 

The boat bobbed about on the sea and gradually drew 
away from the mortally stricken giant, on the deck 
of which the faces of Smith and Astor became pale 
specks .and finally indistinguishable. Although the 
women saw the Titanic was perceptibly settling, they 
were still confident that all would be well. Had not 
the Titanic been proclaimed an unsinkable ship? 


Then came the terrible moment when the bows of 
the liner plunged beneath the surface and ftung her 
stern and propellers into the air, to hang there for 
several minutes before she at last slid down the long 
reaches of water to her everlasting. grave. From.the 
bea uprose a frightful chorus of shrieks and cries from 
a thousand wretches in their death agony. 

To both the brides in the lifeboat this tragic peal 
of anguish was the signal of thcir widowhood, and 
a'so that their children, yet unborn, had become father- 
less. But they would not yet give up all to despair, 
largely because of an incident which, had one of the 
‘oung women known it, was the dawning of a new life

Daniel had been to London 
on business and was return- 
ing home on the Titanic. He 
waited until the gunwale of 
the liner was but six feet 
above the water and then 
sprang into the sea. He 
had swum several hundred 
feet when, the last ounce of 
his strength exhausted, he 
drifted into the boat which 
bore for him not only life 


but love. 

Recovering from his 
chill swim, Daniel, on the 
Carpathia, introduced him- 


self to Mrs. Smith, in whose 
boat he had been rescued, 
and attempted to console her 
in her grief. They who had 
been through so terrible an 
adventure together could 
not but become fréends. And 
after they reached New 
York and had gone to their 
homes, the acquaintance was 
not dropped. They were bound together as companions 
in the ocean’s greatest calamity. 

A year passed, and the anniversary of the disaster 
arrived. It was proposed that on that day flowers 
should be strewn upen the sea at the.point where 
Titanic went down. Mrs. Smith was one of the many 
widows who disappreved of this memorial rite, declar- 
ing that no good could come of reviving the memories 
of that awful night It would be better, she said, to 
use the money to aid the 
poor widows and orphans of 
the Titanic. 


Still another year passed,

His ancestors 
were out of sight, but none the less 
existent, and even he, in what we should 
call his .dreams, but which were to him 
as real as everything else, went beyond 
the line and always returned home again. 
He was a spiritualist. Death to him was 
nothing. He had no definite “beliefs,” 
he had n°? religion, but he knew that 
the essential part of himself was separ- 
able from the body, was untrammeled by 
time and space. Death then, was no 
break in his continuity. and it was there- 
fore a matter of indifference to him 
when, where or how it came. He had 
no idea of a spiritual bodv that did not 
or could not associate itself with some 
human, animal or other material body. 

Other beings differed from himself only 
in the unimportant matter of bodily

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Why Hens Stop Laying 
in Winter 


HAT hens stop laying as winter 

progresses is a fact known to 

every farmer and -chicken fan- 

cier; also, indirectly, to every 
housewife through the rise in the price 
of eggs. The reason is explained by 
the Revue Scientifique, which says that 
the egg-producing organs degenerate 
through too much fat. This condition is 
the consequence of too great abundance 
of food during the winter, coupled with 
lack of exercise, due to the narrow limits 
of the ordinary chicken-run. 


The fat invades the liver and piles 
up in the heart: the blood becomes slug- 
gish and the lungs do not take up enough 
oxygen to insure combustion of the fat. 

“The obvious remedy,” says the Scien- 
tiie American, “is to give less food to 
hens which stop laying.” Mr. Broche 
min, in an article in L’Acclimatation, 
advises that starchy foods, such as corn, 
rice and barley, be Hmited, while an 
abundance of such green food as cabbage, 
boiled clover, sorrel, etc., be given. Also

The third he is beginning to treat like 
the forests. The fourth he is shifting to 
suit his purposes and to regulate their 
flow at wiil. ‘ 

Man flies now over all boundaries. He 
cuts through isthmuses to remove the 
barriers between the seas. 

Into the deserts man sends railroads, 
telegraph lines, irrigation engineers. The 
“Great American Desert” marked upon 
the atlases of our fathers has ceased to 
exist. The vast ‘desert’ of Northwestern 
Canada has become a boundless prairie of 
waving wheat. The Landes of Gascony 
are now much more than half covered 
with pine trees. In 1902, 22,000 square 
miles of the Algerian desert had been 
made fruitful by artesian wells. The 
“Australian desert’ is rapidly being ir- 
rigated and turned into grazing land. 
Almost 70,000 square miles of “desert” in 
India has been reclaimed. Sir William 
Willcocks is now engaged in reclaiming 
19,000 square mfles of the delta of the 
Tigris and Euphrates, and more than 4000 
square miles of the Gezireh Plain between 
the Blue and White Nile and being trans- 
formed initio cotton plantations 

Thus is man, by obliterating natural 
barriers, improving upon nature.

veritable supermen if the theories of the 
eugenists are soundly based.

They look up in the faces of their fathers and _ 


mothers and smile and say: ‘‘ What are you going to 
do with us?’’ 
The fathers and.mothers in the houses.and fac- 
| tories and streets and in the shops and fields go about 
wondering. They do not know. 
Nearly every day the million new babies smile 
and look up in the faces of their fathers and mothers and‘say it again. 

In another short year a million more look up and smile and say—they 
say it all through Germany to the fathers aad to the mothers—‘‘ What are 
you going te do with us?”’ 

To an American it seems simple enough. Ten million uncles and aunts 
and nephews on farms and in stores and in factories all the way from Ellis 


Island to Seattle write letters and say it’s fine over here, and send money" 


orders. 
If you are a German father or mother and find yourself looking into 


the inquiring face of say the nine hundred and sixty-eight thousand three 
hundred and sixty-seventh surplus German baby—if you find yourself 
-looking into the face of No. 968,367 Extra, which the German Government 
does not know where to put or really see any use for—why should you 


worry so long as there is a great roomy country like the United States 
looking out for him and waiting for him—why should anyone—even his 
own father and mother, worry about No. 968,367 ? 

Let him laugh and ery and gurgle and sleep. There is room some- 
where for him and if not, he has got it in him (anybody can see it as he 
laughs and kicks) he will make room for himself. He began by making 
room in one house well enough and he will keep it up on the planet. 

This is the way an American would put it to the German father and 
mother. ,

But this morning as I sat in the train and watched Ohio and Indiana 
slip past the window, and looked at the great barns and yellow harvests 
of the farmers, and thought of the fields of battle of the Germans and 
the French, I found myself thinking of the Germans in a new way: 

I had been spending a couple of days with a man I had known merely 
as the head of a great business which has dotted Russia, China, France and 
Germany and the fields of the world with its machines. I had never seen 


him with his family about him befere. 
The little four-year-old child who ran in and climbed up on him, spoke 


to him in German. As his wife was an American and as he certainly was 
an Ameritan, and had always had a tremendous interegt in American polit- 
ical parties, personalities and programs, and had taken no small share in 
the most utterly and typically American movement in politics that this 
country has ever known, and as I had looked upon him as one of the 
masters and interpreters of all that is best in our American life, I was 
puzzled by seeing shim talking with the child in his arms es if they had 
just moved over from Germany a year ago. 

I then remembered thai the main ideas he had stood for and had made 
his career out of, were ideas he had seized upon and seen the American 


bearings of while in a German University. 
It came out a little later that he had quarreled with his parents and 
his teachers in boyhood and had run away from an Ameriean school, to 


Germany. As the German boy or the French boy runs away to a new 
country, he had run away to an old one. This was- 
the secret of his power. His children are being 
taught German and are speaking it in the family 
while growing up, because they will have English 
anyway and he wants his chi¢ren to get as much 
out of German civilization for 

. use in-America as he had got 

out of it for use in America. 

He wants the German virtues 

wrought in—while they are 

growing up—with the Ameri- 

ean virtues. Of course if there 

is one thing im all the world 
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‘“‘The Inspired Millionaires,’’ etc. 


that would be becoming to our American virtues it 
would be to have a few German ones mixed in with 


them. - Even if the German virtues are bad for the 
Germans, they are good for us. 


The best way to do in getting German virtue 
is to get it where it is made. It cannot be taught 
or read. It must be breathed. One gets it best by 
being surrounded with thousands of ‘people who 
have it and-who do not even know they have it. 
So as I came away from my friend’s house I kept thinking, I 


saw how he had made a career out of his German habits of mind, out 
of the thoroughness and honesty of his thoughts, out of his spiritual 
persistence and above all out of that sense of soundness and well being 


- which he conveyed to everything he did and to every man he met. Then 


suddenly without anything being said about it, it came over me how a 
German father might. feel with a new baby Germany had no room for, 


looking him in the eye-and saying ‘‘ What are you going to do with me?”’ 
When one sees the fathers and mothers of a great people standing on 


the edge of a nation watching a million children a year being pushed 
off into the sea or flooded away to be breathed into by strange civilizations, 
to have their lives seized by other ideals and by other enthusiasms, one 
suspects one sees what the Germans are really fighting for. 

They are fighting for the right to keep on being Germans. President 
Wilson says they must be Americans if they come over here. Of course 
he is right, but everybody says it. Nobody will give anybody room to be 
a German, or let a German buy a little room for being a German. 

This is the point. And the war came because we have been talking 
about peace instead of attending to it. Here was something the nations 
between them could do. They built a ‘beoutie sentimental palace to peace 
instead. 

The Germans are making a stand for the habits of their minds. They 
don’t want to be isolated and set one at a time into a totally different 


human climate. All the peoples have. their little ways. Looking imto your 


-boy’s face before he goes away and thinking he will be coming home to 


you a sleek Frenchman, or a respectable Englishman, or a glig American 


is not a happy experience. 

I am not saying that this point of view justifies the war. 

How would we Americans like it ourselves? 

The Germans have taken the wrong way to tell us about their million 
babies a year, but the idea they are trying to get into us—some of them, 
is all right. 

The world has got to provide for those million babies. They are ours 
as well as Germany’s. And we are going to help Germany to arrange for 
some room on the earth—her own room—on which to do it, when our at- 


‘tention is really got to it. 


She is making a desperately clumsy business of getting our attention 
to her million babies just now; but for my part, any nation that knows 
enougir or is buoyant enough to have a million more babies a year than the 
older, tireder, or (may I say) more spinsterish and maiden-aunt nations 
want has got to be listened to. 

When one thinks of it a million surplus babies in a nation 
are about as neat a compliment to this planet and about as 
noble an appeal to the chivalry of the world as anybody could hope 


for from any nation. 
Any way there is something about it—about that million extra babies 


which, if the Germans will ever stop fighting us long enough 


to let us think, will yet reach all people. 
After the roar and dark- 


ness the Kings and Ministers 
at last will let the little chil- 
dren speak and the nations 
will be gentle in their hearts.

HE sinking of the Titanic, most tragic of 
maritime catastrophes, was the bitter field 
from which the flower of romance has 
been plucked by two of the survivors, 
Mrs. Eloise Hughes 
Smith of Huntington, W. 
Va., and. Robert W. 

Daniel, president of the Robert W. 
Daniel banking house of Philadelphia 
and New York. Their secret marriage 
in New York on Aug. 18 has just been 
disclosed to the great wonder of all 
the circle in which they move. 

Miss Eloise Hughes, as she then was, 
the daughter of Congressman James A. 
Hughes of West Virginia, made her 
debut in Washington society at a 
brilliant affair at the Hotel Willard, 
just two months before the Titanic 
disaster. A few days later she was 
married to Lucien Smith of New York. 
They went to the Continent for their 
honeymoon and sailed for home on the 
Titanic, being attracted, like so many 
other unfortunates, by the oppor- 
tunity to make the maiden voyage of 
the world’s finest ocean liner. 

On the morning of April 14, 1912, as 
everyone remembers, the huge ship, 
racing homewards, crashed into a 
floating mountain of ice and was 
ripped asunder as a can opener rips a 
tin. Smith wrapped his bride of two 
months in furs and led her on deck. 
There, like other heroic husbands who 
could find no other means of persuad- 
ing their wives to leave them to their 
fate, he induced her to take a place in 
a lifeboat by telling a noble prevarica- 
tion. There was no danger, he as- 
sured her; the women were being put 
into the boats as a precaution and to 
observe the rules of the sea. It was 
preposterous, he declared, to think that 


for her just at the moment 
when her old life was set- 
ting in the night of disaster, 

Against their boat came 


such a ship as the Titanic could sini.. 
and in a little while he and his wife 
would again be together in safety on 
the big liner. 

So Mrs. Smith, believing that her husband was in 
little danger, kissed him, not knowing it was for the 
last time, and took her place in one of the boats. With 
her was another young bride, likewise about to be- 
come a widow, Mrs. John Jacob Astor. As the boat 
descended to the water, the two women could see their 
husbands leaning over the rail, high above them, and 
waving encouragement. 

The boat bobbed about on the sea and gradually drew 
away from the mortally stricken giant, on the deck 
of which the faces of Smith and Astor became pale 
specks .and finally indistinguishable. Although the 
women saw the Titanic was perceptibly settling, they 
were still confident that all would be well. Had not 
the Titanic been proclaimed an unsinkable ship? 

Then came the terrible moment when the bows of 
the liner plunged beneath the surface and ftung her 
stern and propellers into the air, to hang there for 
several minutes before she at last slid down the long 
reaches of water to her everlasting.grave. From.the 
sea uprose a frightful chorus of shrieks and cries from 
a thousand wretches in their death agony. 

To both the brides in the lifeboat this tragic peal 
of anguish was the signal of thcir widowhood, and 
also that their children, yet unborn, had become father- 
less. But they would not yet give up all to despair, 
largely because of an incident which, had one of the 
t‘oung women known it, was the dawning of a new life

drifting a swimmer, spent 
with exhaustion-.and -half 
frozen in the icy waters. 
So foredone was he with 
his struggles that he had 
almost given up the ffght 
for life. So benumbed that 
he could scarcely move 
and unable to aid himself, 
he was dragged over the 
gunwale into the boat, and 
sank, half dead, upon the 
flooring. It was Robert 
W. Daniel. With such a 
rescue occurring before 
her eves, Mrs. Smith could 
not but hope that her hus- 
band might have . been 
similarly saved. 

Dawn brought the wel- 
come sivht of- the- rescue 
ship Carpathia, but also, 
when they had been taken 
aboard, brought to the two 
brides the eertainty that their husbands were among 
the lest. Neither of them had been picked up. by any 
of the boats. Astor’s body was afterwards found, float- 
ing upright in a Hfe preserver. That of [avien §inith 
was never recovered. Some months afterwards s0ns 


Robert W. Daniel, who was rescued from the 
Titanic with Mrs. Smith and married 
her secretly last August. 
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were born to both widows. 
Mrs. Smith’s son was named 
Lucien Smith II, in memory 
of his heroic father, who had 
given his life that women 
and children might be saved. 

Daniel had been to London 
on business and was return- 
ing home on the Titanic. He 
waited until the gunwale of 
the liner was but six feet 
above the water and thep 
sprang into the sea. He 
had swum several hundred 
feet when, the last ounce of 
his strength exhausted, he 
drifted into the boat which 
bore for him not only life 
but love. 

Recovering from his 
chill swim, Daniel, on the 
Carpathia, introduced him- 
self to Mrs. Smith, in whose 
boat he had been rescued, 
and attempted to console her 
in her grief. They who had 
been through so terrible an 
adventure together could 
not but become friends. And 
after they reached New 
York and had gone to their 
homes, the acquaintance was ~ 
not dropped. They were bound together as companions 
in the ocean’s greatest calamity. 

A year passed, and the anniversary of the disaster 
arrived. It was proposed that on that day flawers 
should be strewn upen the sea at the.point where 
Titanic went down. Mrs. Smith was one.of the many 
widows who disappreved of this memorial rite, declar- 
ing that no good could come of reviving the memories 
of that awful night [t- would be better, she said, to 
use the money to aid the 
poor widows and orphans of 
the Titanic. 

Still another vear passed, 
ana it was becoming evi- 
dent that the wealthy young 
banker was beginning to 
feel a deeper sentiment for 
the attractive Titanic widow 
than that sympathy which 
came from having passed 
together close under the 
hand of death. In que time 
he proposed and was ac- 
cepted. Only intimate friends 
of the couple were informed 
of the wedding, which re- 
mained a secret from the 
public for more than two 
months. 

On the day after the wed- 
ding Daniel was compelled 
to sail for London on urgent 
business. Owing to. the - 
war he considered that it, 
would be difficult to care for 
his bride abroad, and left 
her in this country. It was 
his intention to return with- 
in three weeks, but he did 
not succeed in getting away 
from England for’ two 
months, | 

It was his burried de- 
parture. he said, which 
prevented a formal announcement of the marriage 
The announcement was made immediately after his . 
returno.

I told him 
of my experience with the Boston steamer, and we 
mutually agreed to sink the ships by gunfire in future, 
so far as possible. I remember old Horli saying: “What 
use is a gun aboard a submarine?’ We were about to 
show. I read the English paper to Stephan by the 
light of my electric torch and we both agreed that few 
Ships would .ow come up the channel. That sentence 
about divertit. commerce to safer routes could only 
mean that the «hips woul’) go round the north of Ireland 
and unload at Glasgow. Oh, for two more ships to 
stop that entran®e! Heavens, what would England have 
done against a foe with thirty or forty submarines, 
since we only needed six instead of four to complete 
her destruction! 


FTER much talk we decided that the best plan 
would be that I should dispatch a cipher tele- 
gram next morning from a French port to tell 
them to send the four second-rate boats to 

eruise off the north of Ireland and west of Scotland. 
Then when I had done this I should move down channel 
with Stephan and operate at the mouth, while the other 
two boats could work in the Irish Sea. Having made 
these plans, I set off across the channel in the early 
morning, reaching the small] villag2 of Etretat, in Brit- 
tany. There I got off my telegram and then laid my 
course for Falmouth, passing under the keels of two 
British cruisers which were making eagerly for Etretat, 
having heard by wireless that we were there. 


Halfway down channel we had trouble with a short 
circuit insour electric engines, and were compelled to 
run on the surface for several hours while we replaced 
one of the cam shafts and renewed some washers. It 
was a ticklish time, for had a torpedo boat come upon 
us we could not have dived. The perfect submarine of 
the future will surely have some alternative engines 
for such an emergency. However, by the skill of En- 
gineer Morro we got things going once more. All] the 
time we lay there I saw a hydroplane floating between 
us and the British coast. I can understand how a 
mouse feels when it is in a tuft of grass and sees a 
hawk high up in the heavens. However, all went well; 
the mouse became a water rat, it wagged its tail in de- 
‘ision at the poor blind old hawk, and it dived down into 
a nice, safe, green, quiet world where there was nothing 
fo injure it. 

It was on Wednesday night that the Iota crossed to 
Wtretat. It was Friday afternoon before we ‘had reached 
sur new cruising ground. Only one large steamer did I 
see on our way. The terror we had caused had cleared 
the channel. This big boat had a clever captain on 
soard. His tactics were excellent and took him in 
safety to the Thames. He came zigzagging up channel 
at 25 knots, shooting off from his course at all sorts of 
anexpected angles. With our slow pace we could not 
‘atch him, nor could we calculate his line so as to cut 
aim off. Of course, he had never seen us, but he judged, 
and judged rightly, that wherever we were, those were 
the tactics by which he had the best chance of getting 
past. He deserved his success. 

But, of course, it is only in a wide channé! that such 
things can be done. Had ! met him in the mouth of the 
Thames there would have been a different story to tell. 
As I approached Falmouth I destroyed a 3000-ton boat 
‘rom Cork, laden with butter and cheese. It was my 
only success for three days. 


HAT night (Friday, April 16) I called up Stephan, 
but received no reply. As I was within a few 
miles of our rendezvous, and as he would not 
be cruising after dark, I was puzzled to account 

for his silence. I could only imagine that his wireless 


was deranged. But, alas! I was soon to find the true 


reason from a copy of the Western Morning News, which 
I obtained from a Prixham trawler. The Kappa, with

her gallant commander and crew were at the bottom of 
the English Channel. 

It appeared from this account that after I had parted 
from him he had met and sunk no fewer than five ves- 
sels. I gathered this to be his work, since all of them 
were by gunfire and all were on the south coast of Dor- 
set or Devon. How he met his fate was stated in a short 
telegram which was headed “Sinking of a Hostile Sub- 
marine.” It was marked “Falmouth,” and ran thus: 


“The P. & O. maii steamer Macedonia came int« -his 
port iast night with five shell holes between wind and 
water. She reports having been attacked by a hostile 
submarine 10 miles to the southeast of Lizard. Instead 
of using her torpedoes, the submarine, for some reason, 
approached upon the surface and fired five shots from a 
semi-automatic 12-pounder gun. She was evidently 
under the impression that the Macedonia was un- 
armed. As a matter of fact, being warned of the pres- 
ence of submarines in the channel, the Macedonia had 
mounted her armament as an auxiliary eruiser. She 
opened fire with two quick-firers and blew away the 
conning tower of the submarine. It is probable that the 
shells went right through her, as she sank at once with 
her hatches open. The Macedonia was only kept afloat 
by her pumps.” ® 

Such was the end of the Kappa and my gallant friend, 
Commander Stephan. His best epitaph. was in a corner 
of the same paper and was headed “Mark Lane.” It ran: 

“Wheat (average) 66, maize 48, barley 50.” 


ELL, if Stephan was gone there was the more 
need for me to show energy. My plans were 
quickly taken, but they were comprehensive. 
All that day (Saturday) I passed down the 

Cornish coast and round J.and’s End, getting two steam- 
ers on the way. I had learned from Stephan’s fate that 
it was better to torpedo the large craft, but I was 
aware that the auxiliary cruisers of the British Govern- 
ment were all over 10,000 tons, so that for all ships 
under that size it was safe to use my gun. Both these 
craft, the Yelland and the Playboy—the latter an Amer- 
ican ship—were perfectly harmless, so I came up within 
a hundred yards of them and speedily sank them, after 
allowing their people to get into boats. Somie other 
steamers lay farther out, but I was so eager to make 
my new arrangements that I did not go out of my course 
to molest them. Just before sunset, however, so mag- 
nificent a prey came within my radius of action that | 
could not possibly refuse her. 

No sailor could fail to recognize that glorious mon- 
arch of the sea, with her four cream funnels tipped with 
black, her huge black sides, her red bilges and her high 
white hamper, roaring up channel at 23 knots and car- 
rying her 45,000 tons as lightly as if she were a five- 
ton motor boat. It was the queenly Olympic of the 
White Star Line—once the largest and still the comeli- 
est of liners. What a picture she made, with the blue 
Cornish sea creaming round her giant forefoot, and the 
pink western sky with one evening star forming the 
background to her noble lines! 

She was about five miles off when we dived to cut 
her off. My calculation was exact. As we came abreast 
we loosed our torpedo and struck her fair. We swirled 
round with the concussion of the water. I saw her 
in my periscope list over on her side, and I knew that 
she had her death blow. She settled down slowly, and 
there was plenty of time to save her people. The sea 
was dotted with her boats. When I got about three 
miles off I rose to the surface, and the whole crew 
clustered up to see the wonderful sight. She dived 
bow foremost, and there was a terrific explosion, which 
sent one of the funnels into the air. I suppose we 
should have cheered—somehow none of us felt like 
cheering. We were all keen sailors, and it went to our 
hearts to see such a ship go down like a broken egg 
shell. I gave a gruff order, and all were at their posts 
again while we headed northwest. Once round the 
Land's End I called up my two consorts, and we met 
next day at Hartland Point, the south end of Biddeford 
Bay. For the moment the channel was clear, but the 
English could not know it, and I reckoned that the 
loss of the Olympic would stop all ships for a day or two 
at least. 


AVING assembled the Delta and Epsilon, one on 
each side of me, I received reports from Miriam 
and Var, the respective commanders. Each had 
expended 12 torpedoes, and between them they 

had sunk 22 steamers. One man had been killed by 
the machinery on board of the Delta, and two had been 
burned by the ignition of some oil on the Epsilon. | 
took these injured men on board and I gave each of the 
boats one of my crew. I also divided niy spare oil, my 
provisions and my torpedoes among them, though we 
had the greatest possible difficulty in those crank ves- 
,Sels in transferring them from one to the ot.zer. How- 
ever, by 10 o’clock it was done, and the two ¢essels were 
in condition to keep the sea for another 10 days. For 
my part, with only two torpedoes left, 1 headed north 
up the Irish Sea. One of my torpedoes | expended that 
evening upon a cattle ship making for Milford Haven. 
Late at night, being abreast of Holyhead, I called us 2n 
my four northern boats, but without reply. Their Mar- 
coni range is very limited. About 3 in the afternoon of 


the next day | had a feeble answer. It was a great re- 
lief to me to find that my telegraphic instructions had 
reached them and that they were on their station. Be- 
fore evening we all assembled in the lee of Sanda Is- 
land, in the Mull of Kintyre. I felt an Admiral indeed 
when I saw my five whalebacks all in a row. Panza’s 
report was excellent. They had come around by the 
Pentland Firth and reached their cruising ground on 
the fourth day. Already they had destroyed 20 vessels 
without any mishap. I ordered the Beta to divide her 
oil and torpedoes among the other three, so that they 
were in good condition to continue their cruise. Then 
the Beta and I headed for home, reaching our base upon 
Sunday, April 25. Off Cape Wrath I picked up a paper 
from a small schooner, 

“Wheat 84, maize 60, barley 62.” What were battles 
and bombardments compared to that! 


The whole coast of Norland was closely blockaded 
by cordon within cordon, and every port, even the 
smallest, held by the British, but why should they sus- 
pect my modest confectioner’s villa more than any other 
of the 10,000 houses that face the sea? I was glad when 
I picked up its homely white front in my periscope. 
That night I landed and found my stores intact. Before 
morning the Beta reported itself, for we have the win- 
dows lit as a guide. 


It is not for me to recount the messages which | 
found waiting for me at my humble headquarters. They 
shall ever remain as the patents of nobility of my fam- 
ily. Among the others was that never-to-be forgotten 
salutation from my King. He desired me to present 
myself at Hauptville, but for once I took it upon myself 
to disobey his command. It took me two days—or 
rather two nights, for we sank ourselves during the 
daylight hours—to get all our stores on board, but my 
presence was needed every minute of the time. On 
the third morning, at 4 o‘clock, the Beta and my own 
little flagship were at sea once more, bound for our 
original station off the mouth of the Thames. 


HAD no time to read our papers while I was refi*- 

ting, but | gathered the news after we got under 

way. The British oceupied all our ports, but other- 

wise we had not suffered at all, since we have excel- 
lent railway communications with Europe. Prices had 
altered little, and our industries continued as before. 
There was talk of a British invasion, but this I knew 
to be absolute nonsense, for the British must have 
learned by this time that it would be sheer murder to 
send transports full of soldiers to sea in the face of sub- 
marines, When they have a tunnel they can use their 
fine expeditionary force upon the continent, but until 
then it might just as well not exist, so far as Europe 
is concerned. My own country. therefore, was in good 
case and had nothing to fear. Great Britain, however, 
was already feeling my grip upon her throat. As in 
normal times four-fifths of her food is imported, prices 
were rising by leaps and bounds. The supplies in the 
country were beginning to show signs of depletion, while 
little was coming in to replace them. The insurance 
at Lloyd’s had risen to a figure which made the price 
of food prohibitive to the mass of the people by the time 
it had reached the market. The loaf, which under ordi- 
nary circumstances stood at 5 pence, was already at 
one shilling twopence. Beef was 3 shillings fourpence 
a pound, and mutton 2 shillings ninepence. Every- 
thing else was in proportion. The Government had 
acted with energy and offered a big bounty for corn 
to be planted at once. It could only be reaped five 
months hence, however, and long before then, as the 
papers pointed out, half the island would be dead from 
starvation. 

Strong appeals had been made to the patriotism of 
the people and they were assured that the interference 
with trade was temporary, and that with a little pa- 
tience all would be well. But already there was a 
marked rise in the death rate, especially among chil- 
dren, who suffered from want of milk, the cattle being 
slaughtered for food. There was serious rioting in 
the Lanarkshire coal fields and in the Midlands, together 
with a Socialistic upheaval in the East of London, which 
had assumed the proportions of a civil war. Already 
there were responsible papers which declared that En- 
gland was in an impossible position, and that an im- 
mediate peace was necessary to prevent one of the great- 
est tragedies in history. It was my task now to prove to 
them that they were right. 


T was May 2 when | found myself back at the Map- 
lin Sands to the north of the estuary of the Thames. 
The Beta was sent on to the Solent to block it and 
take the place of the lamented Kappa. And now 

I was throttling Britain indeed—London, Southampton, 
the Bristol Channel, Liverpool, the North Channel, the 
Glasgow approaches each was guarded by my boats. 
Great liners were, as we learned afterward, pouring 
their supplies inte Galway and the west of Ireland, 
where provisions were cheaper than had ever been 
known.

gate had begun to see that the situation could not pos- 
sibly continue. 

In the great towns starving crowds clamored for 
bread before the municipal offices, and public officials 
everywhere were attacked and often murdered by fran- 
tic mobs, composed largely of desperate women who 
had seen their infants perish before their eyes. In 
the country, roots, bark and weeds of every sort were 
used as food. In London the private mansions of Min- 
isters were guarded by strong pickets of soldiers, while 
a battalion of guards was camped permanently round 
the House of Parliament.

has proved, bear no resentment again-t a brave enemy— 
but that they thought us cowardly to attack merchant 
ships and avoid the warships. It is like the Arabs, who 
think that a flank attack is a mean, unmanly device. 
War is not merely a‘ big game, my English friend. It 
is a desperate business to gain the upper hand, und 
one must use one’s brain in order to find the weak spot 
of-one’s enemy. It is not fair to blame me if I have 
found yours. It was my duty. Perhaps those officers 
and sailors who scowled at the little Iota that May 
morning have by this time done me justice, when the 
first bitterness of undeserved defeat was past.

Of course, England will not be caught napping in such 
a fashion again! Her foolish blindness is partly ex- 
plained by her delusion that her enemy would not 
torpedo merchant vessels. Common. sense should have 
told her that her enemy would play @#e game that suit- 
ed them best—that they would not- inquire what they 
could do, but they would do it first and talk about it 
afterward. The opinion of the whole world now is that 
if a blockade were proclaimed one might do what ove 
could with those who tried to break it, and that it was 
as reasonable to preveiit

Secretary were continualy 
threatened and occasional- 
ly attempted. Yet the 
Government had entered 
upon the war with the full 
assent of every party in 
the State. The true cul- 
prits were those, be they 
politicians or journalists, 
who had not the foresight 
to understand that unless

This time she was stupid 
and had to pay the price.

It would be a mere rep- 
itition of what I have al- 
ready described if I were 
to recount all our pro- 
ceedings during that first 
10 days after I resumed 
my station. During my 
absence the ships had 
taken heart and had begun 
to come up again. In the 
first day I got four. After 
that I had to go farther 
afield, and again I picked 
up several in French 
waters. Once I had a 
narrow escape through one 
of my Kingston valves get- 
ting some grit into it and : 
refusing to act when I 
was below the surface. fy, 
Our margin of bouyancy 
just carried us through. 
By the end of the week 
the channel was clear 
again, and both Beta and 
my own boat were down 
west once more. There 
we had encouraging mes- 
sages from our Bristol 
consort, who in turn had heard from the 
Delta at Liverpool. Our task was com- 
pletly done. We could not prevent all food 
from passing into the British Island, but 
at least we had raised what did get in to 
a price which put it far beyond the means 
of the penniless, workless multitudes. In vain Gov- 
ernment commandeered it all and doled it out as a 
General feeds the garrison of a fortress. The task was 
too great—the responsibility too horrible. Even the 
proud and stubborn English could not face it any 
longer. 


REMEMBER well how the news came to me. I was 

lying at the time off Sesley Bill when I saw a smal! 

war vessel coming down channel. It had never been 

my policy to attack any vessel coming down. Mv 
torpedoes and even my shells were too precious for that. 
I could not help being attracted, however, by the move- 
ments of this ship, which came slowly zigzagging in my 
direction.

| was lying awash at the time ard got ready to go 
below in cas? she should come for me. But at that mo- 
ment—she was about half a mile away—she turned her 
quarter, and there, to my amazement, was the red 
flag with the blue circle, our own beloved flag, flying 
from her peak. For a moment I thought that this was 
some clever dodge of the enemy to tempt me within 
range. I snatched up my glasses and called on Vornal. 
Then we both recognized the vessel. It was the Juno, 
ihe only one left intact of our own cruisers. What could 
she be doing flying the flag in the enemy’s waters? 
Then I understood it, and, turning to Vornal, we threw 
ourselves into each other’s arms. It could only mean 
an armistice—or peace! 


And it was peace. We learned the glad news when we 
had risen alongside the Juno, and the ringing cheers 
which greeted us had at last died away. Our orders 
were to report ourselves at once to Blankenberg. Then 
she passed on down the channel to collect the others. 
We returned to port upon the surface, steaming through 
the whole British fleet as we passed up the North Sea. 
The crews clustered thick along the sides of the vessel 
to watch us. I can see now their sullen, angry faces. 
Many shook their fists and cursed us as we went by. 
It was not that we had damaged them—I will do them 
&he justice to say that the English, as the old Boer War 
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through the whole 
British fleet.’’ 


Let others describe my entrance into Blankenberg: 
the mad enthusiasm of the crowds and the magnificent 
public reception of each successive boat as it arrived. 
Surely the men deserved the grant made them by the 
State, which has enabled each of them to be independent 
for life. As a feat of endurance, that long residence in 
such a state of mental tension in cramped quarters, 
breathing an unnatural atmosphere, will long remain 
as a record. The country may well be proud of such 
sailors. 


HE terms of peace were not made onerous, for 
we were in no condition to make Great Britain 
our permanent enemy. We knew well that we 
had won the war by circumstances which 

would never be allowed to occur again, and that in a few 
years the island Power would be as strong as ever— 
stronger, perhaps—for the lesson that she had learned. 
It would be madness to provoke such an antagonist. A 
mutual salute of flags was arranged, the colonial bound- 
ary was adjusted by arbitration, and we claimed no 
indemnity beyond an undertaking on the part of Britain 
that she would pay any damages which an international 
court might award to France or to the United States for 
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in war time as t would be 
for a besieger to prevent 
the victualizing of a _ hbe- 
leaguered foi tress. 

I cannot end this accourt 
better than by quoting t:.e 
first few paragraphs of a 
leader in the Times, which 
appeared shortly after the 
declaration of peace: 

“In all this miserable busi- 
ness,” said the writer, 
“which has cost us the lass 
of a considerable portio. of 
our merchant fleet, and 
more than 50,600 civilian 
lives, there is just one con- 
solation to be found. It 
lies in the fact that our 
temporary conqueror is a 
Power which is not strong 
enough to reap the fruits of 
her victory. Had we en- 
lured this humilfation at the 
hands of any ¢? the first- 
class Powers, t would cer. 
tainly have entailed the logs 
of all our crown coloni: 
and trovica! paseesions, ft 
sides the payment of 
huge indemrity. We were 
absolutely at the feet of our 
conqueror, and had no poss 
sible alternative but to sub- 
mit to her terms, however 
onerous.

All we 
Luve fo do. we are. told, is to find how to suppress or 
even diminish the furce of gravitation; how we are to 
breathe and keep from freezing to death from the time 
we get ten or twelve miles off the earth: how we are to 
build some kind of aeroplane that will cover the 238,833 
miles in 160 days, loaf around the satellite a week or so 
and then bring us back; how we are to survive the Ivnar 
nightz, some 380 degrees below zero end the lunar days, 
when it is 212 above. We just assume that all tiese 
obstacles are overcome. It is verv simple. 

The Abbe assures us that this will not be a tre™mendcns 
strain on the imagination. He points out that on the 
day when man has invented an explosive that will give 
a shell an initial velocity of seven and one-half miles a 
second, it will be as easy to bombard Mount Copernicus 
on the moon as it was for the Germans to bombard 
Antwerp after they had occupied the outer forts. One 
of these shells, carrying a letter, properly aimed and 
fired from St. Louis at 6 a. m., would reach a lunac 
postoffice at 3 in the afternoon of the same day, a mail 
service that would be about as rapid as the one we have 
between St. Louis and Kansas City. Mr. Jules Verne 
couldn’t do any better than that when his imagination 


-was in its best working order. 


As everybody, who has given the matter any careful

moon is visible from the earth, ever has been visible or 
ever will be. Why this is, the Abbe gives a very con- 
vincing explanation. Suppose, he says, you put a candle 
in the center of a circular table. Then suppose you 
walk around the table, always keeping your eye on the 
candle. You have completed an entire circle around it, 
yet a ray of light from it has never touched the back 
of your head. If, for the candle, you substitute the 
earth, and if, for yourself, you substitute the moon, you 
can understand why it is that while the moon has been 
revolving around the earth for countless centuries, only 
one side of the moon has been visible from the earth. 
This side is rather more than half the moon’s surface, 
as we are enabled to get a glimpse of a very little be- 
yond each the north and the south poles. 

Men have been studying the visible face of the moon 
ever since there have been men on earth. Modern in- 
ventions and particularly the. telescope have made it 
possible to study the exposed surface in comparative 
detail. Under the most powerful of these instruments, 
it would be possible to see anything so large as one of 
the great pyramids; it would even be possible to see 
a regiment of men marching in close order. Thus far 
the most powerful instruments have failed to disclose 
the slightest evidences of any civilization. Similarly, 
it is possible for scientists to declare that there are 
never any clouds or aerial movements about the sur- 
face of the satellite, and this leads to the obvious con- 
clusion that there is no air, such as we know on the 
éarth. The deduction is that since there is no air, and 
no oxygen, there can be no living being or no plant 
Hence the moon, as Moreux understands it. has not now

It is night when we land on the moon. 
“The sky sparkles with incomparable 


even the glories of a tropical night 
can give any idea of what night on the moon will be. 
But soon the sun will appear. There is no dawn to 
herald it, but already there is arising in the east a 
long, spindle-shape trail of whiteness—it is the zodiacal 
light, 10 times more brilliant than with us. 

“For hours this false dawn rises higher in the sky;

And now on all sides 
isles of brightness seem to vise up around us as the 
summits catch the sunliztht. We have arrived.” 

We have landed at a place, the Abbe informs us, where 
an aerial perspective is unknown because there is no 
atmosphere to reflect and modify the light beams. We 
are standing in a fierce glare such as we do not ‘now 
on the earth. We are looking down on the summits 
of a vast circuit of heights, nearly hexagonal. We are 
watching the dawn of the lunar day from the lofty ram- 
parts of the ‘“crater,’”’ known to astronomers as Coper- 
nicus. 

The ‘crater’ is an enormous circle of 50 miles in di- 
ameter, easily discovered by telescope from the earth 
and formerly supposed to be the crater of a lunar vol-

ROM the balcony of an ancient but modest palace in the village of 
Pegli, on the Italian Riviera, on the eve of the feast of Santa Rosalia, 
an old servant hung. out a white and yellow flag, with the triple 
tiara and the crossed keys emblazoned upon it. On the wall beside 
it he fastened an old and weather-worn escutcheon surmounted by 
a marquis’s coronet.. 
Thus was announced to his native town the news that Don Giacomo 
Della Chiesa had been elected to the most exalted position to which a man can aspire. 
Pegli was almost deserted. Usually in September it is thronged with visitors 
staying there for the sea bathing. But this year the war has kept ther. 
away. A group of reporters arriving from Genoa in a motor -car 
were held up by the daziere, the officer of the village custom house. 
who gravely inspected their automobile. 
“So you are reporters?” he says, when they asked the wa: 
to the Palazzo Della Chiesa. “Tell your readers that we 
all love Monsignore. We have seen him close, too: we 
have talked with him. He has always been so kind 
to us.’ 
Antonio nencidhe, a bystander, offers to act as 
guide. They find room for him in the car and he 
bubbles over with enthusiasm for the new Pope. 
“We were expecting him tomorrow for the festa 
of Santa Rosalia. Now he will not come. They 
have made him Pope. He always came in past 
years. He used to preach so well! He talkg 
nicely. And he was so good!” 
A flag is flying from the lightning rod 
that tops the campanife of the Church of 
the Immaculata. From the municipio, or 
city hall, flags are flapping in the warm 
sea -breeze. From the balconies of the 
inns and private houses flags . flutter. 
Pegli is in gala dress.

»OU do much honor to your 
$4 fellow citizen,” remarks a 
reporter as they fly along 


through the dust. 
“Not fellow citizen—friend, brother! 


Monsignore, His Holiness—we shall 
have to acquire the habit of calling 
him so—was not born at Pegli. His 
Holiness is a Genoese.” 

But Pegli knows him better than 
Genoa, for his family has lived at 
Pegli for many hundreds of years 
And Giacomo Della Chiesa spent all his 
boyhood there. The Palazzo Della 
Chiesa, a two-story-and-attic house of 
white stone with a roof of red tiles 
built in the sixteenth century, stands 
on the principal street of the town, with 
a line of trolley cars passing in front. 

There the older brother of the new Pope, 
Rear Admiral the Marchese Gianantonio 
Della Chiesa, spends all his summers. He 
lives in Rome during the winter. 

Throughout “*e Italian Riviera live reia- 
tions, all bearin, amcient titles of nobility. For 
Benedict XV, unlike Pius X, is an aristocrat, a 
scion of that most democratic aristocracy, the 
ancient Ligurian nobility, the members of which 


' are so prominent in the learned professions an! in 


the trade and commerce of their native land. He can 
trace his noble ancestry back to the twelfth century. 

His father was the Marchese Giuseppe Della Chiesa, and 
his mother the Marchesa Giovanna Migliorati, both of whom 
are dead. His elder brother, the Admiral, inherited the title 
and the palace—fortune there was none. There are also an 
older sister, now the widow of Count Fausto Persico of Venice, 
and a younger brother, Giulio, he also an ex-naval — who 
retired with the rank of Lieutenant.

America eall evening dress, but in Southern Europe it is the costume 
eg for all formal occasions. Montalto had no dress suit. He had 
never worn one. It was necessary to borrow one from a 
friend. Whtn he came to put it on it was far too tight. 
He left off as many underclothes as possible, put it

The young student never mentioned 
the matter again until he was 21. He 
‘studied at a private school kept by 

Fathers Novaro and De Giusso, and 

later at a neighboring seminary. In 

1875 he received his diploma as a 

lawyer. Then he went to his father 

and said: 


“Babbo, I am now a lawyer. I 
ask you to gratify my old desire.” 


And so he entered the Capranica 
College in Rome, where four years 
later he was ordained a priest. He 
at once entered the Academy for Noble 
Ecclesiastics, from which the then 

_ Monsignor Rampolla took him to be his 

private secretary. In 1893 Rampolia 

was made Papal Nuncio in Madrid, a 

post at that moment of the gravest 

importance, as the Caroline Islands dis- 

pute was being discussed between Spain 

- and Germany. The young priest won the 

heart of Rampolla, who gave him a train- 

ing in diplomacy such as could have been 

obtained from no other man then living. 

He was an apt pupil, full of determination 

and tenacity, with a keen mind and ready wit. 

He was brief and rapid in speech, lively in 
gesture, but knew when to keep silent. In 
manner he was a little brusque, and he under- 
stood perfectly how to satisfy anyone who wanted 
to question him, and yet tell him nothing of im- 


When Cardinal Rampolla returned to Rome as Secretary 
of State to I.eo XIII he took Monsignore Della Chiesa with 
him and made him under secretary. Crispolto Crispolti says 
of him at that time: 

“Cardinal Rampolla had at last found a collaberator who

Caterina, at Genoa, that the Pope was born, He was_such a puny, delicate baby 
that Dr. Alberto Rocco, who brought him into the world with great difficulty, 
baptized him at once, fearing he would not live many hours. On the following 
day he was carried by Nena, his nurse, to Nostra Signora delle Vigne (Our Lady 
of Vines), the parish chureh, and duly christened, being held over the monumental 
font in the arms of his godmother, the Marchesa Anna Centurioni, and of his 
godfather, the Marchese Giacomo Spinola. His mother’s family had already given 
a Pope to the Church, in the person of Innocent VII, who was born Cosimo 
Mig'iorati, elected in 1404, and died in 1406. 

But the good doctor’s forebodings, happily were not realized. The child lived, 
though he never waxed streng. He was always small, even puny; but running 
wild on the seashore and among the beautiful Ligurian hills ‘made him healthy. 


IS boyhood chum was Carlo Montalto, son of a neighboring farmer. Montalto 
H is known today as the Pope’s dearest friend.

The parish priests soon came to know Monsignore Della’ Chiesa’s penitents, and 
when one of them was ill they notified him. In such cases he was assiduous in 

his attentions at the bedside of the sick person. 

‘When the last sacraments were to be carried to the dying he always allowed 
one of the parish priests the honor of bearing the Blessed Sacrament, and he was 
content to serve as deacon. | 

The priests of Sant’ Eustachio are telling today many stories of the quiet, gentle 
way in which he used to help them in their work among the poor, in his charities, 


~ never letting his left hand know what his right was doing. 


As a brother of the Archcon-fraternity of San Rocco he attended the solemn 
reunions regularly, and never failed to follow the dead, wearing the shroud and 
bearing the cross while reciting prayers for the departed soul. Bivery Se 
in shroud and with cross, he attended the devotion of the Way to the Cross.

possible, the priests and the most devout of the laity 
take it in turn to pass a few hours ir adoration. There 
is in Rome a society the members of which are con- 
secrated to attendance at the Forty Hours’ Devotion 
during the night hours. This society was founded by 
Mer. Della Chiesa; he was its president for a while, 
and he never failed to take his turn from 10 o'clock 
to 2 or from 2 to 6 in the adoration. 

The last night of the yea, invariably found him kneel- 
ing at the altar of whichever church was then holding 
the Forty Hours, in order that he might greet the birth 
of a new year in prayer to his Savior. This pious 
practice he has kept up throughout his life. 

With the death of Leo XIII came many changes at 
the Vatican. Cardinal Merry del Val took the place of 
Cardinal Rampolla as Secretary of State. Mgr. Della 
Chiesa, however, remained at his post, and it is said 
that Ambassadors and Ministers in those days paid 
more attention to the Under Secretary than to the Sec- 
retary. Every evening on leaving the Vatican he would 
go over to the Palazzetto di Santa Marta and spend an 
hour or two with his lonely old chief. 


OME sav that Cardinal Merry del Val feared the 
clever pupil of Rampolla and that he sought a 
good occasion to get rid of him. However this 
may be, it is certain that when in 1998 Mer. 

Della Chiesa was made Archbishop of Bologna the 
appointment was g.nerally regarded as an effort on the 
part of Merry del Val to get him out of the way. Some 
color was lent to this by the omission to make the new 
Archbishop a Cardinal. Bologna, one of the most im- 
portant dioceses in Italy, has almost from time im- 
memorial had a Cardinal as its Archbishop. 


The Bolognesi rather resented this, and some of them 
at least showed their resentment by the coolness with 
which they treated their new Archbishop. He probably 
never noticed this, for there was much work to be done, 
some of it work that had been started by his predeces- 
sor, Cardinal Svampa, and he pitched in and did it with 
an energy and an attention to detail that astonished 
many of the clergy. He never mixed up in local politics 
and never sought popularity. In Bologna todav they 
say he was more respected than beloved. In Pegli and 
in Genoa, where they have known him longer and bet- 
ter, there is much more of personal exultation over 
his election to the chair of St. Peter than there is in 
Bologna. | 

He was not made Cardinal until last May. When that 
event took place the Bolognesi decided that they must 
do something for him. Accordingly a public su"scrip- 
tion was taken up. and they presented to the Cardinal 
a fine motor car. This paid for, they had a balance of 
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about 5000 lire ($1000), which they were at a loss as to 
how to spend. They asked the Cardinal’s advice. 

“Give it to me,” he said, “for I have been obliged to 
run into debt on this occasion.”

That he is thoroughly up to date in his reading 
is proved by the story of a Bologna journalist, who 
relates that at a reception after a lecture on Valentina 
Bistolfi he repeated the lines: 

“Per la memoria pia di Valetina 

Che fedele al sue lutto patir volea.”’

HEN Cardinal Della Chiesa went to Rome for 
the conclave there were comparatively few 
who even thought of the possibility of his 
election. But there were a few. One of the 

leading Roman newspapers, in printing a list of the 

three or four Cardinals who stood the best chance of 
election, devoted a full half column to him: However. 
he was looked upon as almost sure to be Cardinal 
del Val’s successor in the event of Cardinal 

Ferrata’s election. . Instead of that the positions were 

just reversed. Della Chiesa was chosen Pope. Ferrata 

Secretary of State. But Ferrata lived scarcely long

been especially assigned to 
the work here. They de- 
clare that conditions are 
worse in St. Louis than 
in any other important city in the United States and 
that the moonshiners are defrauding the Government 
out of $1000 in revenue every single working day. 
There have been an astonishingiy few trials on in- 
dictments for this particular violation of the Federal 
laws. Within the last two years, out of some 30 indict- 
ments only about three cases have been heard in court 
and these all resulted in convictions. Eighteen cases, 
involving 40 or 50 defendants, are on the criminal docket 
of the United States District Court here for next Jan- 
uary, and a special prosecutor from the Department of 
Justice at Washington will be here to help handle them. 
Moonshining oleo means secretly coloring white oleo- 
margarine yellow and selling it so as to avoid a Gov- 
ernment tax of 10 cents a pound. This tax, the revenue 
officers themselves admit, is almost prohibitive. White 
oleo can be manufactured and sold at from 13 to 16 
cents a pound, of which cost the Government tax is 
only one-fourth of a cent. When a dealer buys the 


Inside the partition was a foul little room with two 
inside doors. One of these led into a warehouse for 
storing uncolored oleo, The other led into the mixing 
rooms and was in two parts. The outer resembled the 
coor just described. The inner was a steel barred door 
such as is used in jails. The two doors turned on 
hinges in opposite directions so that it would be almost 
impossible. to batter them down. 

The mixing rooms were in reality two small cells, 
with walls so solid and reinforced with steel as to make 
it impossible to pierce them with a brace and bit to 
get a peep hole. The inside room or “holy of holies,” 
as it was called by a detective, was shut off from the 
other by another door similar to the first one. A fire- 
man said it would take a whole company more than an 
hour to break into this last room where, the revenue 
agents say, the coloring operations proper were car- 
ried on. *

product uncolored from the manufacturer at 15 cents 
a pound, and colors it himself, he cannot sell it for 
less than 25 cents a pound with profit, if he complies 
with the law. If he sells it for 25 cents, he can make 
no profit to repay him for bis trouble. If he sells it 
at more than 25 cents, the price brings it within dan- 
gerous competition with pure butter. 

if, on the other hand, he can buy it for 15 cents, color 
it, avoid the tax and then sell it for 25 cents, he will 
make a most attractive profit. Indeed the chances for 
his commercial agrandizemeni are so alluring, that he 
is willing to take a chance of evading detection, a!- 
though, if he be caught, he faces the probability of 
spending a long term in prison. 

Ordinarily public sympathy might be expected to be 
on the moonshiner’s side. Good oleomargarine is just 
as nutritive afd almost as desirable as butter, Where 
the public suffers is from the fact that the moonshiner 
must work clandestinely and in quarters that would he 
least suspected by the agents or assailable upon a raid. 

The result is that they usually color the stuff in the 
most unsanitary places. Basements, cellars, attics, holes 
in the ground, walled-in places where the light of the 
sun never penetrates, fetid, filthy, unspeakably foul 
and dirty. The writer visited a moonshiner’s den where 
the walls were slimy from moisture, the floor damp, the 
utensils greasy and unclean and a basement, to which 
an open shaft led a few feet below, was partly filled with 
stagnant, greenish ill-smelling water. 

The house man here complained that the place was 
so full of mosquitoes he could scarcely sleep at night. 
This man, by the way, was positively picturesque be- 
cause of his own personal] wncleanliness. The revenue 
officers declared that this place supplied several down- 
town restaurants and many West End residences with 
oleomargarine at 25 cents a pound. 

The plant itself resembled a fortress. It was in an 
ebscure building in a deserted neighborhood. The front 
part of it was a living room for the house man. Its 
furniture consisted principally of a cot and a wooden 
washstand with severa! dirty, kerosene lamps. Under 
the cot were a dozen or more emptied whisky bottles. 

The back partition of this room was of rough oak 
boards, nailed diagonally to heavy timbers, with a steel 
grille as a middle layer and an inner layer of boards in 
counter diagonals to the lines of the outer layer. The 
enly door was about six inches thick, fitted into the 
. wall as snugly as the door of a steel safe. It could be 
locked and further protected from the inside by steel 
eross beams at @p, center and bottom.

have won laurels in similar 
campaigns elsewhere. (Chief Agent Nuit, after years ol 
labor, made oleo moonvhining so unprofitable in Pitts 
burg that the business there has virtually been stamped 
out. His first assistant, Col. C. H. Ingram, was for 
mi*ny years in charge of the Chicago office. Chicage 
was then the worst city. At the beginning of the war, 
Chicago had 700 dealers in colored oleo, but at its 
fnish there were only 20 in the entire city. United 
States District Judge Landis was extremely severe upon

Raiding suspected oleo dens is not only very diffi- 
cult, but it is often “dangerous. Several years ago 
revenue Officers broke into a place in St. Louis upon 
what they believed was conclusive evidence of unlawful

und was himself shot, both men being severely wounded 
und both recovering. the owner declared late: that 
he thought the officers were robbers and fired to defend 
bis life. He was not prosecuted because the raiders 
failed to find any conclusive evidence of moonshining. 

The operators frequently display the greatest in- 
genuity in concealing their operations. One place had 
long been suspected but frequent visits failed to reveal 
anything like proof. Finally an officer noticed a hing¢ 
in the landing of a stairway, which led to the basemen 
of the house, a private residence. ltpon further ex- 
amination it was found that the stairway was so cun- 
ningly built that it could be folded up in sections, dis- 
closing a room in which there were large quantities 
of colored and white oleo and oleo in process of color 
ing. 

Secret closets are greatly favored by the moonshiners, 
‘The detectives have found some marvelously constructed 
false floors and false partitions. Frequently a harmless 
looking cabinet with medicine bottles on its shelves is 
nothing but a door to a secret recess. 

In one place a brick wall between two buildings had 
been removed and the space had been utilized by 
building a partition of boards, one section of which was 
removable. This left space for secretion of 20 to 30 
60-pound tubs of oleo. Although the place had been 
measured many times, the agents had overlooked the 
closet because they had made the natural allowance 
for the thickness of the two brick walls. 

The officers found one place which had been used as 
a stable, where the doors and windows of the first floor 
had been closed with two-inch oak planks, spiked to 
heavy timbers. The outer door was supplemented by a 
heavy sliding door which dropped in such a way as 
also to close an entrance to a stairway. At the top of 
the stairway was still another door that could be braced 
from above and below. 

Beyond this was still another door, fastened with 
heavy oak timbers that were set into stirrups made of 
steel wagon tires. It would have taken a good two 
hours to break into the factory with axes and crow

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Come and Spend a Day on the Moon 


eano. The Abbe informs us that the volcano idea is an 
error. The circular rampart, resembling the barriers of 
a2 terrestrial volcano, led it to be considered as such, 
gut the author informs us it is in reality merely a round 
varrier of cliffs, surrounding a vast stony plain. 

At one time this plain and others like it were thought 
by observers to be seas and many of them were actu- 
ally named as the ocean-that, the sea-this. It may be 
that in the beginning some sublunal eruption of gases 
threw the plain and its ramparts up into the volcano 
shape, but that is the only analogy to volcanic forma- 
tions as they are observed on the earth. 

As we stand on the wall of Copernicus, towering some 
13,000 feet above the plain it surrounds, we can look 
straight across an abyss 50 miles wide. “An attentive 
observer,” says the Abbe, “might pass all his life study- 
ing Copernicus. He would every day find new details 
eS ng 

Big as is this engirdled plain, it is much smaller than 
others on the surface of the moon. Not far from it are 
Petavius, Manginus and Lagrange, each of which is 100 
miles from one side to the other. Gauss is still larger, 
with its 100-mile diameter, while all of these are dwarfcd 
by the gigantic circles of Maurolycus, of which the mean 
uiameter is 150 miles. 

The St. Louisan who would get some idea of the great 
dimensions of Maurolycus can do so rather easily by 
campaiing it wth the topocraphy of his own city and 
its surrounding territory. Suppose Maurolycus could be 
turned upside down over St. Louis like an inverted cup, 
tre exact center of which was at the old Courthouse. 
Within the majestic rinz would be all St. Louis, St 
Charles, Lincoln, Warren, Ste. Genevieve, Jefferson, 
‘Washington, Franklin and parts of Pike, Ralls, Mont- 
gomery, Gasconade, Crawford, Iron, Madison, Cape Gi- 
rardeau and Perry counties, Missouri; all of Calhoun, 
Jersey, Green, Macoupin, Montgomery, Madison, Bond, 
Clinton, St. Clair, Washington, Monroe, Randolph, Pew 
and parts of Pike, Scott, Morgan, Sangamon, Christian, 
Shelby, Fayette, Marion, Jefferson, Franklin and Jack- 
son counties, Illinois. 

In other words, the circle of Maurolycus, if centered 
at St. Louis, would embrace a territory containing sev- 
eral millions of population and including such Missouri 
and Illinois cities as Hillsboro, De Soto, Farmington,

Perryville, Ironton, Washington, Hermann, Warrenton, 
Louisiana, Clarksville, Bowling Creen, Ellsberry, Mont- 
gomery City, Troy and St. Charles on the western side 
of the Mississippi, and, on the eastern, the cities of Win- 
chester, Jacksonville, Vandalia, Centralia, Mount Ver- 
non, Duquoin, Murphysboro, Litchfield, Sparta, Chester, 
Carlinville, Carrollton, Whitehall, Staunton, Edwards- 
ville and Belleville, with Springfield only a mile or 
so outside the ring. 

Yet this is only one of three equally large ‘‘craters’”’ 
on the same side of the moon. There are scores of 
Others but little smaller, while it is probable that upon 
the side of the moon never visible from the earth there 
are others of equal magnitude. 

We learn that everything is much slower on the moon 
than on the earth. The satellite turns on its axis about 
28 times slower than the earth, so its days and nigkts 
are each 354 hours long. The nights are bitterly cold. 
because there is no atmosphere to cloak it as the earth 
has and the sun is so long away at a time. Obversely. 
the dvs are fearfully hot, because the sun beats upon 
it uninterruptedly for so long and there is no envelope 
of air to temper the heat. 

Pecause there is nothing to check all the light rays, 
the glare of sunshine gives off a blueish effulgence. All 
objects have their own colors, but all the colors are more 
or less tinged with blue. Up there the expression ‘‘once 
in a blue moon,” would literally mean nothing at all. 

“Cast your eves,”” says the Abbe. “over and beyond 
these frightful precipices, those steep declivities broken 
only by two or three terrace-like slopes of debris, and 
what presents itself to your dazzled eyes is above all 
a spectacle of the most awful desolation. There is not 
a patch of moss, not a heath-grown ledge, to soften the 
rocky ridges and sharp-cut edges of these abrupt sur- 
faces; not even the lowest form of plant life, not a 
lichen to attenuate the wild aspect of the landscape and 
give it even the slightest appearance of lifee * * * It 
is not even a dream of death, but it is the vision of a 
world where life has never existed.” 

What is true of the appearance of the moon may, in a 
million or so of years, the author thinks, be true of the 
earth also. Here his imaginative picture of our 
planet: 

“The earth’s atmosphere exists no longer.

the minerals and calcareous compounds have absorbed it 
little by little. The waters of the oceans have perme- 
ated the underlying strata, and the cold of interplane- 
tary space has frozen up the last traces of moisture. On 
the desert ground no crop any longer ripens. At the be- 
ginning of this slow but continuous cooling down of the 
earth, the human race in a body had taken refuge in 
the equatorial zone, where a dwarfed vegetation had 
replaced the abundant flora of the tropics. 


‘Some millions of years more and only a vegetation 
like that of the polar regions could withstand the glacial 
climate. One by one most species of anima!s had be- 
come extinct. To hold out somewhat longer. the lasi 
families of the human race dug into shafts and deep- 
lying underground tunnels, and it is there in the last of 
these catacombs their frozen bones are now lying.” 


By this time, he continues, every trace of organic 
life would have disappeared. Our monuments, our pow- 
erful machires, all the products of our industry and 
civilization, would have been reduced to dust and “not 
one particle would remain to rev al the previous ex- 
istence of life on our planet.” 

Moreux points out that with a telescope magnifvinz 
300) diameters the eye can catch any object on the moon 
measuring 1°7 yards. With one of 600 diameters one 
can perceive an object measuring 981-2 yards. With 
a machine of 2000 diameters we might see anything 29 1-2 
inches long, although, unfortunatel;, in this magnitu¢e 
all sense of detail is lost. The best practical instru- 
ment thus far devised has a magnif;ing power of 400 
diameters. 

From our starting point on the circle of Copernicus 
we must go northward because we cannot hope to cross 
the enormous gorges and frightful precipices to the 
south. We find that we can move with far greater rapid- 
ity than on the earth, because the attraction of gravl- 
tation is so much less. What would weigh 20 pounds 
in spring balances on the moon would weigh 100 pounds 
on the earth, and a jump that would take us 6 fee 
here would take us 36 feet there. This will help ug 
immensely in traversing the broken country. We car 
jump about like human grasshoppers.

the place by storm. Indeed several fruitless raids were 
made, the revenuers finding nothing incriminatiug alter 
they had gotten into the upper room. Finally, however, 
they discovered that a false partition had been put into 
one end of the loft in such a way as to appear part 
of the wall of the building. Shelves and electric lights 
were fastened to it as it had never been disturbed.

They finally became suspicious 
and Lesieged the bathroom until she was forced to 
leave it and then they found the stuff. 
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Women very often help their husbands in the illegal 
business. One of them was in the habit of inviting in 
the neighbors to a party and entertaining them with 
music and feasting while her husband and brother 
were coloring oleo in the basement. Another woman 
became hysterical against what she protested was an 
unwarranted intrusion in her home and almost con- 
vinced the detectives they had made a mistake until 
one of them stvum 1d upon contraband stuff hidden in 
the soiled clothes ‘casket. The officers declare she 
forgot her tears. when all had been discovered, and 
cursed them roundly. 

A rather amusing story is told.on two revenue agents. 
They had followed a one-horse wagon to a house on 
Rutger street, where they found the dealer unloading 
oleo at a store. They seized the stuff and comman- 
deered the rig to take it to the Federal Building. On 
the way one of them had the happy thought that, if 
they would give the horse its head, it would take them 
home and they might find the moonshine plant. Their 
hopes grew higher and higher as the animal weaved 
along through cross streets in a general westerly di- 
rection. When it walked right into a wall, however, 
they made an examination and discovered that the 
horse was totally blind. 

The finest oleo moonshine plant ever discovered, 
in the opinion of Chief Agent Nutt, was at Pittsburg. 
Here a wealthy citizen was under suspicion and ship- 
ments of uncolored oleo had been traced to his mansion 
in an exclusive residence district. The most determined 
search, however, failed to reveal anything. 

The house stood on a wide street and had a 6/-foot 
asphalt alley behind it. One day an agent discovered a 
hinge in a basement stairway. Lifting a section of the 
woodwork he discovered the mouth of a tunnel. The 
tunnel led into a room 20 feet square under the alley

and filled with the best electrical!y operated machinery 
for co.oring oleo. Its excavator had been an expert and 
had so trussed the roof of the underground room that 
the heaviest wagons uiight be driven through the alley 
without breaking throuzh. In this place many thouw- 
sancs of dollars worth of untaxed oleo could be pre- 
paied each day. 

Disposing of the oleo after it has been colored is a 
simple matter. The manufacturer is usually a man of 
good appearance and some standing in his neighbor- 
hood, while the actual work is usually done by some 
employe. Ali that is necessary is to keep the stuff in 
containers bearing an uncanceled revenue stamp. It ie 
taken from this, put into pound-blocks, carefully 
wrapped and stamped “oleomargarine.” The dealer 
disposes of it in large lots to customers. Often he 
peddies it from house to house. 

Any housewife, if she would take a liftle trouble, 
could color her own oleo and get not only a cheaper, 
but an unquestionably clean article. She can buy white 
oleo from the manufacturers in tubs of from 10 to 60 
pounds. It is strictly clean and the manufacturers 
will give her enough coloring matter to tint it to the 
shade she desires. 

There is no law to prevent her from doing this, pro 
vided she sells none of it and provided she is supplying 
it for her own household and_is not running a boarding 
house. The coloring is a very simple operation that 
can be performed in a few minutes on the kitchen stove, 
Oleo in winter will keep much longer than butter with» 
out ice. 

Thus, at a few minutes’ trouble a woman can save 
at least $1 on every 10 pounds of oleo she buys and can 
be sure that what she is giving her family to eat la 
pure, wholesome and nutritive. ~

umph in a competition in which she had 3645 rivals, some 
of them veteran authors and prize takers in that field. 
Jn this host of manuscripts, that contributed by the St. 
Louis novice proved to stand third. By the narrowest 
of margins, the first and second prizes went to photoplav 


ever conducted, was promoted by a New York news- 
paper and by a well-known firm of film manufactuieis 
The prizes have just been awarded —$1000 to McCardell, 
$500 to Miss Sterne and $250 to Miss Wells. It is true 
that the difference between $1000 and $250 is considera- 
ble, but one must remember that McCardell defeated 
Miss Wells by only two points out of 100.

outlandish attire, can make nothing of 
the prodigy unless it be that the party is a Mormon 
elder and his three wives.

Uncle Sam’s Diving 


MERICAN readers who have becn amazed at the 
wonderful efficiency of submarines in the pres- 
ent European war, and who have got into the 
habit of shaking their heads in doubt when- 

ever someone has asked how our own warships will 
compare with those of the belligerents, should be 
cheered by the latest naval news from Washington. 
Backed by the authority of Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, the announcement comes that the United States 
is preparing the deadliest small warship ever 
built. It is a torpedo boat and a submarine 
combined, yet it is more powerful than any 
torpedo-boat destroyer. 
The details of its construction are, of 
ceurse, a secret; but the Navy Department is

so satisfied that it has been willing to spend some $1,- 
300,000 to build it. 

From all that can be learned, the new terror will be 
300 feet long, will have 12 torpedo tubes and will mount 
rapid-fire guns. It will have a range of 5000 miles with- 
out recoaling and wil] be able to make a trip from New 
York to Liverpoo] without having to take on supplies. 
It will be as speedy as the biggest battleship and avail- 
able for scout duty with a fleet. Submerged, it will be 


far faster and more powerful than any under-water boat 
in existence. It can fight as effectively on the surface 
as when below and will carry a crew of twenty-five or 
thirty men in comfort, when it is submerged 
for a longer time than any existing submarine can 
remain below. 

It is really a diving torpedo-boat destroyer and the 
Navy Department thinks well of it. Secretary Daniels, 
in a recent letter, said: 

“While the policy of our own and foreign natives 
is to keep secret the characteristics of all war craft, 
and particularly so in the case of submarines, I 
feel warranted in stating that this sea-going sub- 
marine will excel any foreign submarine so

These swollen glands are the result 
of nezl:ect of adenoid growths, enlarged 
tonsils and bad teeth.

ficial amg@ deep lymphatics, further sub- 
dividing them according to their loca- 
tion. Ajl these glands drain into the 
lymphatic glands of the neck, where 
they further divide into the superficial 
and deer. cervical groups. These glands 
drain immediately into the thoracic duct 
as it empties into the large innominate 
vein at the root of the neck, whence the 
circulatiun of the lymph is carried to the 
heart and lungs.” 

Through these glands infection, es- 
pecially.tuberculous, may reach the lungs 
even more easily than through the air 
passages. “These cervical glands are 
acting sentinels (or forts) lying under 
or belew the adenoids, tonsils, teeth and 
ears, and their duty is immediately to 
iry to repel or destroy any invading host. 
YY wable, they call upon the body for 
reinforcements, whereupon the gland en- 
larges. If the invading host is more 
powerful, the gland supperates.” 

Adenoids were not discovered until 
recently, but ancient pictures show that 
they are no new disease. For example, 
the portrait of Emperor Ferdinand I of 
(iermany, painted more than 400 years 
ago, by the great Dutch artist, Lucas of 
Leyden, now in the gallery of Florence, is 
typical of an adenoid face. The original 
was a mouth-breather, through his nasal 
pussages being obstructed by adenoid 
g) owths. 

Adenoids become enlarged through ir- 
ritation and then inflammation. Children 
snaffle instead of blowing their noses 
when they have colds in the head, con- 
sequently the nasal discharges are re. 
tained, engorging the bones and tissues 
ani further blocking the passages. 

if they are not removed they establish 
a habit of mouth-breathing and the neck 
glands become’ infected. 

ir. Stauffer relates that after noticing 
the connection .between neck glands and 
swollen tonsils. and adenoids he deter- 
mined to take his next case of a child 
with inflamed glands and operate on the 
adenoids alone and watch the result. 

Soon afterward a patient was brought 
to Nim with glands the size of a peach 
stoue, and hard; a mouth-breather, with 
enlurzved tonsils and afflicted with terrors 
in tne dark. He removed the adenoids 
and tonsils, whereupon the glands be- 
camy smaller, and now, four years later, 
the boy is healthy and robust. Since 
then he has found it svfficient to pur- 
sué the same course whenever the glands 
have not reached the sunnuratine stazce. 

“Adenoid patients,” says Dr. Stauffer, 
“are mouth-breathers and usually have 
trouble with their teeth, either early or 
late m life.” Nasal obstruction is a 
ommon cause of contracted palates and 
malocclusion. This again causes adenoid 
growth.

tile difference between a “Savage’”’ 
and a civilized man is an un- 
bridgable gulf, according to Sir 
Everard in) Thurn, former Gov- 
ernor of Fiji, whose lifetime of experi- 
ence among savage and  semi-savage 
peoples gives him the right to speak 
with authority, as he did at the Austral- 
ian meeting of the British Association. 
The primitive Fijian, for example, took 
things as thev came, asking few ques- 
tions about the how, the whence and 
the why. The world in which he lived 
wac limitless, even though he could see 
only a small part of it. His ancestors 
were out of sight, but none the less 
existent, and even he, in what we should 
call his .dreams, but which were to him 
as real as everything else, went beyond 
the line and always returned home again. 
He was a spiritualist. Death to him was 
nothing. He had no definite “beliefs,” 
he had no religion, but he knew that 
the essential part of himself was separ- 
able from the body, was untrammeled by 
time and space. Death. then, was no 
break in his continuity, and it was there- 
fore a matter of indifference to him 
when, where or how it came. He had 
no idea of a spiritual bodv that did not 
or could not associate itself with some 
human, animal or other material body. 
Other beings differed from himself only 
in the unimportant matter of bodily 


form, and it seemed to him easy for 
these to pass from one body to another. 
They were “souls,” only “temporarily 
and more or less loosely attached to the 
particular material forms in which they 
happened to manifest themselves.” and 
these forms mattered little or nothing. 

The uncivilized man acted only for 
his personal interests. He could imagine 
no others. “To him all that we should 
class as goods and chattels, his land, or 
even his own body, was his only so long 
as he could retain it. He might, if he 
could and would, take any such property 
from another entirely without impropri- 
ety; nor would he resist, or even wish 
to resist, the taking from himself of 
any such property by anyone who could 
and would take it.” 


He was kind to strangers if he was 
afraid of them or if they could he of 
use to him. When familiarity bred con- 
tempt he killed them as nuisances if 
he dreaded a white man before he killed 
him, he dreaded him just as much after 
he was dead. The victim survived as 
long as *2 was remembered.

Why Hens Stop Laying 
in Winter 


HAT hens stop laying as winter 
progresses is a fact known to 
every farmer and -chicken fan- 
cier; also, indirectly, to every 
housewife through the rise in the price 
of eggs. The reason is explained by 
the Revue Scientifique, which says that 
the egg-producing organs degenerate 
through too much fat. This condition is 
the consequence of too great abundance 
of food during the winter, coupled with 
lack of exercise, due to the narrow limits 
of the ordinary chicken-run. 

The fat invades the liver and piles 
up in the heart: the blood becomes slug- 
gish and the lungs do not take up enough 
oxygen to insure combustion of the fat. 

“The obvious remedy,” savs the Scien- 
tific American, “is to give less food to 
hens which stop laying.” Mr. Broche 
min, in an article in L’Acclimatation, 
advises that starchy foods, such as corn, 
rice and barley, be Hmited, while an 
abundance of such green food as cabbage, 
boiled clover, sorrel, etc., be given. Also 
the hens must be made to take exercise, 
by giving them a 'arge run and by mix- 
ing their food with straw, etc., se that 
they will have to work for their food.

ATURE has set up four kinds of

Sir William 
Willcocks is now engaged in reclaiming 
19,000 square mfles of the delta of the 
Tigris and Euphrates, and more than 4000 
square miles of the Gezireh Plain between 
the Blue and White Nile and being trans- 
formed initio cotton plantations

IBERLA’S unique population should 
possess considerable interest for 
the eugenists, says the New York 
Medical Journal.

The colonization of Siberia by the 
method above referred to practically 
ceased 14 years ago; there should be now, 
even in the absence of first rate schools, 
a population with most exceptional gifts, 
veritable supermen if the theories of the 
eugenists are soundly based.

HAT the planet Mars is covered with a system of canals—first an- 
nounced by Schiaparelli in 1877 and confirmed by Pickering and Low- 
ell since—is disputed by many astronomers, who say flatly that they 
cannot see any such markings on the surface of our sister planet. 

It is on the existence of these canals that rests the theory that 

_ Mars is inhabited by intelligent beings, for these canais, as described 

‘ by the astronomers who have seen them, are too mathematically 
straight to be due to any but artificial causes. E. C. Slipher of the Lowell Observa- 
tory staff, who has been studying Mars for several years has collected a 
lirge series of photographs and drawings by many observers at many dif- 
ferent times and in many widely separated places, all of them showing the canals 
in an unmistakable way. Upon these he bases an article in the Scientific Ameri-

How Wireless Messages Are 
Sent to Earth by Aeronauts 


T is almost impossible in practice to 
send a wireless message to a man in 
an airship. Not that the wireless 
waves fail to reach him, but that the 

noise of the engine is so terrific that it 
makes the faint signals in the telephone 
receivers inaudible. 

It is, however, comparatively easy for 
an aviator to send wireless messages to 
the earth. Marcus D. Manton, in an 
article in Aireraft, describes the appa- 
rutus, which is different from that used 
on lané and sea, because there is ho pos- 
sibility of getting a ground connection. 

“The apparatus required to make this 
wireless transmission possible,’”’ says Mr. 
Manton, “is as follows: 

“An alternator and transformer, the 
alternator being driven by the engine 
used for propelling the machine, or by 
means of an auxiliary engine or motor 
of some description, or in place of this

alternator and transformer an induction 
coil may be used, the electric current being 
supplied to it from a battery of accumu- 
lators. wo 

“One of the two above-mentioned de- 
vices is necessary to supply the trans- 
mitting aerial or antennae with energy, 
and in order to produce the necessary os- 
cillations in the aerial a spark gap must 
also be provided. 


“A key is also necessary to enable the 
eperator to make and break the electric 


circuit at will, in order to produce dots 
and dashes for transmitting a message 
in the Morse or other prearranged code.” 


To surmount the difficulty of having 
no ground connection a device called a 
counterpoise is used. “It consists of two 
distinct aerials, apart from one another 
and each highly insulated. The aerials 


‘on airships usually consist of a single cop- 


per cable about sixty to one hundred 
yards long, one end of which is connect-

ed to the instruments; to the free end 
a weight is attached and then lowered 
over the side of the machine so that it 
hangs vertically below the machine when 
in flight. A winch is provided so that 
the aerial may be quickly wound up or 
down. 


“In the event of the machine having 
to make a forced landing and giving no 
time to wind up the aerial, the wire cable 
is severed by means of an aerial cutter, 
which is fitted to the side of the winch, 
and the wire falls clear of the machine, 


.so that the aeroplane lanas in the ordi- 


nary way without any danger ao the 
aerial catching in trees or being tangled 
up by the propeller. 


“The counterpoise used in place c* the 
ground connection consists of a system of 
wires running from the planes to the tail 
of an aeroplane’ or from end to end of 
the car of a dirigible. Fig. 2 shows 
how a counterpoise and aerial are fitted 
to an aeroplane. Such machines take two 
men—pilot and operator.”
